JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port are to the 18th Nov. and via San 
Francisco to 20th, Hut the news is quite unimportant. Mr. 
De Long. the ex-Minister, has returned to Washington. 

The Jujena Herald has the following :—The Government has 
published the following rules to be observed by Japanese re- 
siding in China : —1. No persons except military and naval officers 
to carry offensive weapons of arms. 2. Must not cause any 
obstruction or annoyance by fast and furious riding or driving. 
2. Must not cause any obstruction through intoxication. 4. Must 
not break or destroy any flowers, shrubs or trees in any garden 
or street. 5, Must not throw any earth, dirt, stones, or rub- 
bish inte any river, ditch, path or road. 6. Must not commit a 
nuisance on a public road, 7, Must not appear indecently ex- 
posed in the streets. 3. Must not tattoo the body. 9. No exhi- 
hitions of wrestling between men and women, or serpent charming 








will be permitted. lu, No women to cut their hair short. 11. 
No person to appear in the streets without a hat or cap. 12. 


£ 


Men or women fe put on clean clothes when they go out, and 
not to cover the head or face with a handkerchief, &c. 13. No 
woman may prostitute herself. 

It is impossil le uot to regret the retirement of Soyéjima from 
the Cabinet at this moment, whatever may be the abilities of his 
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Successor, and these are highly spoken of. The late Foreign 
Minister is a man of very liberal views, he thoroughly under- 
stands the foreign question, and he has the credit of being very 
true to any engagement he makes or promise he enters into. He 
has certainly gained the confidence of the foreign Ministers, and 
his experience and knowledge are so ample that he can ill be 
spared from the Cabinet during the discussions which the ap- 
proaching revision of the Treaties must produce. It is conceiv- 
able that the late Foreign’ Minister may have urged upon his 
colleagues measures in. regard to foreign affairs of the prudence 
of which their recent experience has made them somewhat doubt- 
ful, but it is on that very account that we are most disposed to 
regret his absence from the Cabinet at this moment, though his 
secession may have been unavoidable under the circumstances 
which brought about the late crisis. 

The following dodge lately practised at Osaka may, says the 
Hiogo News, atford a useful hint to opposing steamer companies 
in China. “The people in charge of the Wunguamaru carried 
out an ingenious ‘dodge’ on Sunday last, which combined the 
doing of as much injury as was conveniently possible to the 
Budjimaru with as much swindling as could be practised upon 
their own passengers. When the two vessels were at Osaka 
together on that day, the former reduced the fare to a quarter of 
a bu, thereby compelling the Budjimaru to do the same. By dint 
of forcibly carrying some country people on board their boat they 
succeeded in filling her, and then casting off one rope as if start- 
ing down the river, they collected the remaining three quarters 
of a bu from their unfortunate and sheeplike victims.” 


NAGASAKI. 

Mr. Oshima, who is at the head of the Mining Department, 
has been in Nagasaki within a few months pet on a tour of in- 
spection. He has been with the late Embassy around the 
world, and has visited the principal mines in Europe and 
America. He has just come from Tazima, a well-known island 
west of Kiushu, between the latter and Korea. Extensive coal 
deposits are found in Tazima, which was noted as early as 675 
A.D. for its silver mines. Mr. Oshima expresses great confidence 
in the mineral resources of Japan, and thinks that it compares 
favourably in this respect with the best mining regions of 
Europe. He believes that although hitherto the receipts have 
been often more than counterbalanced by the expenses with the 
poor methods in use, yet, by the gradual introduction of the 
foreign system, the mines will become a source of great revenue 
to the Government.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

On the 8th Nov. Ting-show-chang, the territorial Taoutai at 
Tientsin, went down in the small passenger steamer Fungseang, 
which runs between Tientsin and Taku, to the new fortress of 
Sin-ching, a short distance above Taku, accompanied by a 
military mandarin of the red button class, no doubt one of the 
leaders of the Southern Legion. Having inspected the fort he 
returned to Tientsin on the 10th Nov. 

We hear of there being frequent communications between the 
Peruvian officials and the Chinese authorities, and it is probable 
that some progress is being made in arranging a treaty. Nothin 
has transpired respecting the mission to Cuba or Peru, an 
there is a report of some contretemps having unexpectedly 
arisen between the Tsung-le-Yamun and the Spanish Minister, 
as to the despatch of the mission. 

On the 7th Nov. according to the Chinese reckoning, winter 
commenced. The weather has become colder, and re been 
taken out of a pond in the settlement, one-tenth of an inch thick. 
—The waters on the western plains have fallen so low that the 
Taku road has been free of water ; after having been four months 
unused. The only foreign vessel which had been in port has 
left. There are t foreign vessels of war in port, which will 
remain all the winter, namely one British, one French and one 
Russian gun-vessel. The United States gunboat Palos was 
also expected. There are three Chinese gunboats in harbour, 
but it is not known if they will remain during the winter. 

A statement had appeared in the Peking Gazette, that the 
Emperor had allotted 400,000 taels of silver for the purchase of 
grain to feed the distressed people of the inundated districts ; 
’ but we have not heard of any grain for that purpose having yet 

come into port. The river will, however, be open for three weeks 
longer, and by the aid of the Chinese Merchant Company’s 
steamers a large quantity of grain may still be brought. 

A new kind of Gatling gun has been brought to Tientsin by 
an American, and it has been sent to the Viceroy’s yamen. It 
is asample gun, and the importer hopes to do some business 
with the Viceroy in such warlike machines. ; 

The Viceroy has commenced digging a canal from the Peitang 
river to the Tientsin river, 100 ft. broad and 9 ft. deep, for the 
convenience of the inland junks conveying salt from the sea coast 
to this city. ; 
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: SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 21st 
Nov. ; the French mail from London Oct. 3 arrived out on the 
18th Nov., two days early. The following items of news are 
from the North China Herald :— 


We hear that Mr. Wade has signified his unqualified approvat 
of the judgment recorded by Mr. Medhurst in the case of Tate 
and Hawes v. Chungkee, which was tried before the Mixed Court 
in April last. It will be remembered that the Taoutai and 
H.B.M.’s Consul gave different decisions on appeal, and the 
case was therefore referred to Peking. 

H.M.S. Curlew, which returned from her visit to the Lew- 
chow Islands on the 19th Nov., received information while there 
that four months previously a foreign vessel was wrecked on the 
Meiacosima group lying off the north coast of Formosa. When 
last heard of, the survivors, consisting of one lady, five foreigners 
and two Chinese, were still on the island, enjoying the hospitality 
of the natives. Nothing had been heard of them since the 
middle of August, and.it seemed very uncertain whether they 
were still there, but Captain Church at once made up his mind 
to proceed, and on the 15th Nov. the Curlew reached Ty-pin-san, 
the easternmost island of the group. From the people on shore 
it was learnt that, on the 13th of July, a German vessel went to 
pieces on the coral reefs surrounding the island, and that ten per- 
sons reached the shore, two of. whom subsequently died. . Here 
they remained for a month, when they left in a junk previded 
by the authorities on the island. The vessel’s name was un- 
known, and also the port from which she sailed, but her destina- 
tion as stated by the islanders sounded like Adelaide. Her cargo, 
consisting of tea, had been washed ashore, and a chest label was 
shown as follows :—‘ R. T. Robertson, extra choice new season’s 
family Congou, E. S. and Co., J. S. below in a triangle, No. 58— 
season 1873-74. Silverlock and Co., Foochow-foo.” The vessel 
therefore proves to be the German schooner R. J. Robertson, of 
whose loss at the place and on the date mentioned a full account 
appeared in the Mirth China Herald of Sept. 13. The survivors, 
after being very kindly treated by the natives, who refused all 
reward, found thoir way to Keelung in a junk with which they 
were presented, and which they were told they might dispose of 
for their own benefit when done with. Arriving at Keelung on 
Aug. 19 they got a passage to Hong Kong. 

A meeting of the French Municipal Council was held on the 
25th October. The subject of debate was an announcement by 
Messrs. Butterfield and Swire of their intention to erect landing 
sheds in front of the Bund Frontage lately acquired by them 
from the U.S.N. Company. It will ‘be seen that their right to 
do this was admitted, and the project approved, by a majority 
of the Council, but was contested by the ireddent M. Voisin, 
and M. Maignan, who have, we are informed, since sent in their 
resignations. 

The annual meeting of members of the Gymnasium has been 
held, Mr. A. Provan in the chair. The Chairman said the ac- 
counts which had been left in his hands by the Secretary, Mr. 
H. Munster Schultz, showed a cash balance of $8U0, with $400 
due for subscriptions for the half-year, in all $1,200. The 
nominal sieneth of the Association was about 100, and sub- 
scriptions might be expected from eighty, making the amount of 
$400 calculated on as the half-year’s income from that source. 
The accounts were passed, and Messrs. Stephenson Provand, 
Lessman (Secretary) and Falcker appointed the new committee. 
It ia resolved to hold athletic sports on the Ist and 2nd De- 
cem ber. 

Our readers may beinterested in knowing that the second frigate 
now being built at the Arsenal is nearly completed, and will be 
launched in about six weeks. This vessel is similar to the one 
launched in 1872, and, like her, will be armed with Krupp guns. 
The battery for both vessels is now daily expected from Europe. 
The machinery (400 h.p.) for this ship, as well as the former, has 
been made at the Arsenal, under the direction of Mr. Rolls, and 
promises to be a fine piece of work. The authorities, we believe, 
contemplate sending both vessels to Tientsin early in the spring. 
for inspection by the Viceroy. ‘ 

Mr. G. G. Mayne, late manager of the Shanghai and Hong- 
kew Wharf, has been tried for obtaining money under false pre- 
tences from the Deutsche Bank, found guilty, and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment. 

The preliminary examination into the charge of murder 
brought against Joseph Harris has been concluded, and he has 
been committed for trial. The trial has been fixed for the 28th 
November. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 27th Nov. The outward 
French mail of 10th Oct. arrived on the 21st Nov.; and the fol 
lowing P. and O, mail of 17th Oct. on the 26th Nov. The fol 
lowing eummary is from the China Mail :— 

There is a rumour widely circulated anaante the Chinese that 
the Empress Dowager of China is dead, and that a telegram to 
that effect has been received by some one in Hong Kong. We 
have made all inquiries, and we are inclined to believe that the 
report is unfounded, peckebly invented by those who have lost 
severely in the Wai Sing Lottery. The death of the Empress 
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Dowager, if true, would have the effect of preventing any fur- 
ther indulgence in the lottery, as there would be no more lite- 
rary or military examinations while the national mourning was 
kept up. 

A report obtained currency a short time since amongst the 
Chinese that the students sent by the Chinese Government to 
America had been ill-treated by the roughs. The Chdiwse Meal 
stated from a reliable source that the rumour was entirely un- 
founded, and inserted a paragraph to that effect. An acknuw- 
ledgment of gratitude by the Commissioner of the Edueational 
Mission for the correction was received from Shanghai by that 
journal last mail. 

We learn that the property, plant, godowns, pier and ina- 
chinery belonging to the Hong Kong Pier and Godown Company, 
Limited, which was put up by public auction. was bought in by 
the mortgagees for the sum of eighty thousand dollars. Mr. 
C. P. Chater bid up to seventy-nine thousand. 

The Chinese merchants sent in a memorial to the Government 
yesterday, praying for the abolition of the carriaye of lanterns. 
It was signed by over 1,000 shops, 

Saturday’s Gucette notifies that the Queen’s Exequatur, ¢m- 
powering Mr. Cordes to act as Consul of the German Empire at 
this port, received Her Majesty's signature on the Sth October, 
1873. 

A very erroneous version has been circulated regarding the 
Portuguese gun vessel Cumens, It appears that the Dug: de 
Pamell being about to leave for Europe some of the friends of 
the officers from the (mens went off in a gig to bid them good- 
bye. On their return they collided with a Chinese opium snake 
boat and were capsized. The Chinese picked them out of the 
water, but proposed to land them, not at Macao, but at some 
place on the coast. To this they objected. Words led to blows ; 
one of the Portuguese seized the snake boat’s tiller, when an 
attack was made‘ on them with spears by the Chinese, who 
pitched them overboard. In the fight one of the gentlemen was 
so wounded that he died, and was to be buried to-day. Some 
of the others made good their escape, but some were drowned. 
The snake boat got away. No doubt measures will he taken for 
the capture of the crew. 

As the German barque Fuugh Baluugh was nearing Green 
Island this morning, the steam-tug See Gull, which was out 
plying for hire, ran into her, tearing away several chain plates, 
and damaging her side. The tug herself sustained so much 
damage to her bows as to render her being beached a necessity, 
to prevent her sinking. 

THE CUBAN MISSION. 

The departure of the Mission selected to inquire into the Coolie 
trade, regarding which we gave some particulars a few weeks 
ago, has, according toa North China contemporary, been retarded 
by a singular—not to say wholly untenable—demand on the part 
of the Spanish Chargé d’Affaires at Peking. The point raised is 
that some compensation shall be wiven to Spain if the results of 
the inquiry about to be instituted should lead to the suppression 
of the coolie traffic with the Havana. If such a demand has been 
made—which for the honour of Spain we hope is not the case— 
we can only characterise it as one of the least justifiable ever pre- 
sented to an Asiatic Power. The question to be settled is, 
whether the coolie trade as at present conducted is so unjust and 
inhuman to the coolie that its suppression is a matter of neces- 
sity ; and should that question be answered in the affirmative, 
Spain demands compensation for discontinuing it. 

We much regret to record the death by drowning, of Lieut. 
F. H. Johnstone, senior lieutenant of H.M.S. Princess Charlotte. 
He was first missed from the ship about 3 a... of the 1Sth, being 
last seen in his night-clothes, and grave fears were at once enter- 
tained that he had been drowned. The boats of the ship were 
set to dragging round her during the day, but without success. 
The Government offered a reward of fifty dollars to the sampans 
to make search for the body, and it was finally found on the 
21st about noon near the Peninsula and Oriental wharf. The 
funeral took place on Saturday afternoon (22nd), and was attended 
by a large number of naval and military mourners, including the 
captain of the French man-of-war now in port. The band of 
the SOth Regiment was in attendance, 

The following letter to the Chairman of the Chamber of Com- 
merce from the manayemeut of the Great Northern Extension 
Telegraph Company has been published :— 

Derr SrorRE NoRDISKE TELEGRA¥ SELSKAB, Kyoventavy, den 
7th Oktober, 1573. 

The Chairman of the Hong Kong General Chamber of Com- 
merce, Hong Kong. 

Sir,—In reply to your estcemed letter of 9th August we at 
once telegraphed to our manager, Mr. Dreyer, to inform you 
that we are preparing steps to ensure a permanent and satis- 
factory working of all our telegraph lines in China and Japan. 

We are happy to state that not a single interruption has been 
caused by fault or deficiency in the electrical condition of our 
cables, which are superidr to most cables laid. The frequent in- 
terruptions have—with a single exception, on the Nagasaki- 
Wladiwostock line—nearly all taken place in the mouth of the 
Yangtsze river or close t0 Hong Kong. They have all been 
caused by ships or junks’ anchors, in a few instances alzo by 
violence from Chinese thieves. 
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We believe that there is not another line of telegraph cables 
so much exposed to interruption as ours between Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, and Nagasaki. many places cables are exposed to 
anchorage, and many companies have been obliged to alter the 
position of their cables several times, before they have been able 
to insure them against outward violence, but nowhere have they 
been exposed to have their cables wilfully cut by the craft, 
which accidentally got across them. ; 

Our company will, of course, have to prepare against these 
accidents and difficulties, and ow uot having done so yet is not 
due to any neglect or want of provision. If we had at once — 
commenced to alter the pusition of our eables or to lay dowu 
stronger cables, jt would have been a mere waste of money and - 
would not in the Jeast have improved the communication. It — 
was necessary first to gain suflicient experience as to the causes | 
of the breakages and the exposed places, before steps were taken 
to insure permanent improvement. Under cixcumstances 80 ex- 
traordinary as those in the China waters such experience is not 
gained in less time than a couple of years. 

Our present experience has however sufficed to indicate the 
exact course we have to pursue in our alterations, and we are 
happy to inform you that weare at this moment preparing steps 
which we trust will insure not only a permanent and satisfactory 
working between Hong Kong and the Northern ports, but also 
between China and Europe cia Siberia—I am, ee your wost 
obedient servant.—C. F. Tretcrs, Chairman. 

In the Supreme Court, before their lordships, Chief Justice 
Smale and Mr. Justice Pawncefote, the petition in the case ot 
Landstein v. the King of Annam was heard. The plaintiff was 
represented by Mr. Hayllar, and the defendant by Mr. Kings- 
mill. The suit was brought by Messrs. Landstein and Co. 
against the King of Annam, to recover about $300,000, and the 
Annamese steamer Dang W’ee had been attached. 

Mz. Kingsmill asked for an adjournment for two months, as 
in the event of time being allowed for communication with the 
King of Annam it might turn out that no further proceedings 
was necessary. This long adjournment was opposed by Mr. 
Hayllar, on the ground that tho King had no real defence to offer. 
After a long discussion, the Chief Justice stated that he had 
received a communication from the Government on the subject of 
the suit, and in this letter (which was read) it appeared that the 
Government of Aunam repudiated having anything to do with 
the transaction, and denied that any debt was left unpaid for so 
long a period. After a further discussion, the Chief Justice 
remarked that the damages in a case of this character ought to 
be settled by arbitration, and counsel on both sides apparently 
wishing to entertain this view, the case was ultimately adjourned 
for a week, to enable Mr. Kingsmill to consider what course he 
would adopt. -

PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 

Within the space of eleven days no less than three hurricanes 
raged in various portions of the Philippines, on the 18th, 25th 
and 29th ult. ; the lives lost in conseyuence are estimated at 
several hundreds, and the damage done to property on sea and 
land is said to be very great. The thick weather experienced at 
these dates proved fatal to the coasting craft. The Spanish 
steamer Jfindoro was totally lost off Masbate. The Diario aud 
Comercio thus enumerate those who perished on the occasion :— 

3 European engineers (foreigners). 
7 Chinese passengers. 
5 native soldiers out of 17 on board. 
10 natives, who had been sailors and firemen. 





25 in all. 
The Comercio states that the Mindoro was insured at Manila 
for $30,000 ; the Diario says that the losses suffered by China- 
men in consequence of her loss amount to $49,000.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 4th Dec. The outward P. 
and O, mail of 31st Oct. arrived on the 3rd Dec. The following 
items are from the Straus Times :— 

This colony was represented at the coronation of the King of 
Siam by two Commissioners—the Hon. J. W. W. Birch, Colonial 
Secretary, and Mr. Robert Barclay Read, nominated by the 
Chamber of Commerce at the request of H.E. the Governor— 
who presented their credentials and an address to his Majesty 
congratulating him upon his final accession to the throne. One 
great feature in the ceremony was the promulgation of a Royal 
Edict abolishing the servile .custom of prostration by inferiors 
before their superiors throughout Siam, even in Royal audiences

and instituting bowing and uncovering the head instead. This 
is a consequence of the visits of the King of Siam to the Straits, 
Java, and India, and will doubtless be followed by the abolition 
of other servile Siamese customs. The Pluto returns to this port 
with the Commissioners. 

The cattle murrain, which has been ing disastrously in 
Penang and Province Wellesley, has also made its ap nee in 
Singapore, and in consequence no bullock carts can be obtained 
for the conveyance of goods to and from the wharves, while beef 
and milk are scarce, and do not meet with much favour from the 
European community. We have no meuns of ascertaining the 
extent of the ravages of the disease among the cattle in Singapore, 
but some idea may be gathered from the fact that the Govern- 
ment and Commissariat beef contractor alone has lost sixty or 
seventy head of cattle, while scarcely a cart is to be seen in the 
streeta, and cargo boats are in great demand. 

The Avon and Midge are busy endeavouring to extirpate a nest 
of Chinese pirates that infest the rivers and creeks of Laroot and 
Perak, but their operations had not at last advices been attended 
with much success ; and the Thalia is still at this port. Captain 
Speedy, formerly Superintendent of Police at Penang, who has 
entered the service of the Tunku Muntri of Laroot, is busily 
drilling a force of some 300 sepoys recruited in India as a semi- 
military police, to aid in keeping order among the Chinese tin- 
miners in Laroot ; it is reported that he had a skirmish recently 
with some of the unruly Chinamen, in which his party was 
worsted, and his brother shot dead, but in the absence of definite 
information the report cannot be relied on. 

The movement on foot among Straits merchants in London, 
urging the annexation of Perak and Laroot to this colony, is the 
cheay way of restoring order in these territories, and protect- 
ing the trade of the colony ; and as this can, we believe, be done 
by subsidising the native rulers, it is earnestly to be hoped the 
suggestion will be carried out if possible. If the same policy 
were also to be adopted with respect to the little native States 
lying between Perak and Malacca, the results would be of incal- 
culable benefit to these Settlements, and a large tract of country, 
teeming with minerals and rich iu agricultural resources, but nuw 
neglected and locked up by incessant petty wars and blockades, 
would be opened up to British trade and enterprise. 

St. Andrew’s day this year fell on Sunday, and the Scots of 
Singapore, following a custom instituted two or three years ago, 
observed Saturday, 29th, as a holiday in honour of their patron 
saint. They were supported on this occasion by the banks and 
the entire mercantile community, so that the day became a 
general holiday, and will, we presume, be so observed in future. 

We understand that the fight between Government and the 
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Municipal Commissioners over Mr. A. Velge’s estreated bond for | 


$10,000 is not over yet. Our late Governor, more suo, returned 
a flat refusal, which was backed with much law but not a par- 
ticle of equity, to the application of the Commissioners that the 
money should be handed over to them, as according to all law 
and precedent they were its rightful owners. The Commissioners 
adduced in support of their application, as a case in point, that 
of Lizardi’s bond, in London, for £12,000, which was forfeited 
and has been handed over to the London Corporation. To 
any one not versed in law or precedent, it must appear that 
neither parties are entitled to the money, for they did nothing to 
deserve it, but least of all is the Government, by whose default 
and negligence it was forfeited, and chat if any one should get 
the money, it is the bank, by whose action the bond was obtained 
aa a security for the loss it had sustained from the bailee. But 
of course this suggestion, although consonant with common sense, 
is so contrary to all law and precedent that it will be scouted 
at once by lawyers, commissioners, officials, and other right- 
minded loyal subjects. We believe the municipal commissioners 
intend to appeal home in defence of their rights against Sir 
Harry Ord’s decision, but before doing so have concluded to 
taake a second application to H.E. Sir Andrew Clarke. 

Another instance of the liberality of H.H. the Maharajah of 
Johore, which has come to our knowledge, deserves to be gener- 
ally known. Upon application from the Rev. J. Aberigh-Mackay, 
now Chaplain of Simla, but formerly of Singapore, his Highness 
has subscribed the sum of five hundred rupees to “ The Stran- 
gers’ Home in London,” an institution for providing shelter and 
assistance for all Asiatics who may find themselves homeless and 
without means in the desert streets of London. 


THE RE-CORONATION OF THE KING OF SIAM. 

The Siamese Sovereign has resumed his sceptre, and planted 
the diadem once more upon his brows. This—as we remarked 
in a previous issue—is the second occasion on which his present 
Majesty has undergone the costly and curious ceremonial of an 
antique Asiatic coronation. We have already expressed our 
doubt as to whether any precedent can really be pointed out 
among the Siamese—or, indeed, anywhere in Oriental history— 
for what is to all appearance so vain a repetition. Authorities on 
the spot, however, assure us that every good Buddhist should 
pass at any rate some short time in the priesthood after he 
attains his twentieth year, and the present King of Siam having 
been called to the throne before that age, his abdication and re- 
coronation were but necessary consequences of these native 
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notions. This sounds very plausible, but perhaps after all the 
real though tacit purpose of the whole transaction may have 
been to mark emphatically the epoch at which the administration 
of the country was to pass from the hands of the Regent, and 
to be taken up in earnest by the Sovereign, who at last had left 
his boyhood behind him. Be this as it may, the solemnities 
which accompanied the coronation festival were so singular 
and so old-fashioned, so symbolic, that we cannot fail to intereat 
our readers if we briefly reproduce them here. “ The re-coronation 
exercises ” (so the Siam Advertiser phrases it) commenced in 
the palace grounds on the 16th of November last. There the 
Princes of the Blood, the Ministers of State, the noblemen, and 
the ne officials in Bangkok and from the Provinces, had 
gathered themselves together from early dawn ; and at about 
six A.M. soft strains from conch shells and other instruments 
heralded the approach of the King. Borne in a palanquin on 
mens’ shoulders his Majesty proceeded to the old audience 
hall, and, having first lit a taper, entered the apartment and 
took his seat upon the throne. Here he remained till all had 
been made ready for the rites of 


CoNSECRATION AND ABLUTION. 

In an enclosed square to the south of the audience hall a 
dais had been set up, and from the centre of the canopy which 
overshadowed this dais there sprung a white tapering spire, 
divided into nine sections, and having ten smaller coloured 
spires grouped round it. A golden seat rested on the dais be- 
neath the canopy, while a slender white cotton thread had been 
carried from the central spire to two similar spires placed, one in 
the west, and the other in the east, in the audience hall within. 

Presently the King, clad in a thin white costume, took 
sion of the golden seat, and then several rills of clear water began 
to trickle down upon him through the perforated c>iling of the 
canopy above. Next the head priest of Siam, the Princes, the 
Brahmins, the Ministers of State and others in order of their 
rank presented water in gold utensils to their Sovereign, and the 
latter as he received it sprinkled it over his person in the pre- 
sence of the silent spectators. These purificatory rites completed 
his Majesty exchanged his dripping apparel for a smart suit of 
pink and gold, and girded himself tits belt and sword. Thus 
attired he re-entered the audience hall, and seated himself first 
on the south side of an octagonal platform. Hereupona Brahmin 
rehearsed certain precepts, and then offered a chrism, with which 
the King anointed his face, and some holy water, which he 
poured down the back of his head. This done, the King spoke 
some few words in Pali, and then, all the while advancing carefully 
from right to left, he took up his pee on each of the eight 
faces in succession of the octagonal seat, and on each change of 
place he repeated a rite similar to the one already described, that 
1s eight times in all. When this was over

and completing ceremony yet remained to be accomplished. This 
took place beneath the white spiral rid of a throne at the 
west side of the hall. Here the Chief Marshal of the operations 
eee his Majesty, one by one, with the five insignia of 

oyalty—the Royal Shoes, the Sceptre, the Fan, the Sword, and 
lastly, the Crown—each offering being accompanied by a few 
formal instructions as to the duties of a monarch. As his Ma- 
jesty placed the gift last handed to him on his head, the Royal 
Standard was unfurled outside the hall, music struck up in every 
quarter of the palace, and the pealing voices of 101 cannon an- 
nounced to the populace that the coronation was now complete. 
This business concluded, his Majesty scattered among the assem- 
bled nobility gold and silver artificial flowers, ro to the 
priests their morning repast, and then reti to his private 
apartments. 





A GRAND AUDIENCE 
followed at about half-past ten, and besides the native princes 
and noblemen who assembled in the audience hall on that occa- 
sion, the foreign consuls and two accredited representatives from 
Singapore had been invited to take part in the proceedings. At the 
favourable moment trumpets, gongs, drums, and conch shells burst 
out into what was doubtless intended to be melody, the golden 
curtain which concealed the great throne was drawn aside, and 
disclosed the King once more to his courtiers in his robes of 
state. All heads were bowed, and the Siamese, prostrate on the 
richly carpeted floor, worshipped with palm-joined hands, raisi 
themselves on their knees, bowing, leaning on their elbows, an 
then thrice lowering their faces till they touched the ground. 

THE PROCLAMATIONS. 

His Majesty then read out two Royal Edicts. The first was 
an important one, and abolishes “ crouching, crawling, and eae 
trations, and substitutes standing, bowing, and lifting the hat,” 
for to “show honour by such squatting and worship,” his 
Majesty very wisely “ perceives to be of no benefit whatever to 
the country.” 

By the Edict next recited several existing Siamese orders or de- 
corations were reconstituted, and other new ones were created ; 
and when his Majesty had finished reading, the Siamese simultane- 
ously, and for the last time for ever, repeated the respectful and 
reverential demonstrations as at first, and then the prostrate 
mass arose upright “in the most natural position, and respect- 
fully bowed.” After this 
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CoNGRATULATORY ADDRESSES 

were read. The first was presented by the oldest member of 
the Royal family ; then followed the Regent, as “the Chief 
‘Executive Minister.” He was succeeded by the British Consul, 
on behalf of the Consular body ; and when the representatives 
from Singapore, who came next, had made an end it was his 
Majesty’s turn to reply. This closed the interview. Later in 
the day the King gave a reception to some members of his own 
family, and bestowed decorations upon several of their number, 
and in the afternoon the 


Licutep TaPer was Passep Rounp. 
This custom was accomplished as follows :—Seven sectioned, 
spiral, vases of glass, gold, silver, and plaintain leaf were set up 
in front of the throne, and then the Government officials within 
and without the hall simultaneously passed the lighted taper 
yound, “ dedicating the throne according to Royal custom.” 


An Imposine RECEPTION, 
attended by foreign guests, as well as by native nobles, took 
lace the same evening, while the general public were glutted 
with that which every Siamese so dearly loves—a gorgeous and 
unlimited display of puppet shows, theatricals, fireworks and 
illuminationa. 
THE ADORATION OF THE PRIESTS. 

This came off on the next day. Inside the Royal Audience 
Hall 262 Palapoins appeared and paid their salutations, while 
1,428 members of the Holy Order rehearsed their adorations 
around the Palace walls outside. On the 21st November his 
Majesty completed a 


Granp Lanp Procession 
around the city, making his exit by the gate Wisetchaisee, turn- 
ing ache to the right, eps nd the Palace walls, and re- 
entering by the same gate. the 24th the 


Water PROCESSION 
advanced from right to left along the canals which make the 
circuit of the city walls, and halted at several important temples 
which are to be found along the route. This brought the re- 
coronation ceremonies to a close. 

Readers may perhaps be inclined to smile at much of what we 
have here been endeavouring to describe. Let us, however, as- 
sure them that the ceremony is modelled on old Brahminical 
usages, and though rare in modern days, we feel not a doubt 
that it is a more or less complete reproduction of what has taken 
place in India from the earliest times every time that a Rajah 
of the Brahmin faith has ascended the throne. Siam is Budd- 
hist, but there is a temple in Bangkok where Brahmin priests are 
carefully kept as custodians of the traditionary usages to be ob- 
served in all grand veremonials, Their antiquity, their mystic 
symbolism, and the risk lest the ritual be soon lost altogether, 
are the considerations which give interest to these solemnities, 
which certainly merit at the hands of Oriental scholars a much 
more careful investigation than we have been able to bestow 
upon it here.

IMPORTS. 

Hankow.—A fair business had transpired, chiefly in Grey Shirtings, 
which had improved considerably in value. Drills were slightly lower, 
‘but other kinds of goods showed little change as regards price. Grey 
Shirtings : 7 Ibs. and 8} lbs. had been in moderate demandat advancing 
rates, and at the close were quoted four or five candareens higher. 
Heavy weights without change, and settlements small ; but of 6 Ibs. 
some 4,500 pieces have found buyers at an advance of two candareens. 
White Shirtings: 64 and 66 reeds, in fair request at fully previous 
Fates. T-Cloths: A little more inquiry for 8 lbe. and 7 lbs., but prices 
without improvement. Woollens and Worsteds : In improved demand, 
in ey. with the Shanghai market. Long Ells: rlet have ad- 
vanced slightly. Camleta and Spanish Stripes showed little change. 
‘Figured Orleans: A slight concession on the part of holders had led to 
‘a large business, some 2,500 pieces having been taken during the fort- 
night. Metals: Lead ; scarcely any sales reported, but market firm at 
‘Tis. 6.00 to 6.10 per picul. Quicksilver ; no business. Quotations, 
Tis. 120 to 125 per picul. 

SHancHat.—In Cotton Goods early in the interval some considerable 
transactions were recorded ; but as the great Northern markets would 
shortly close for the winter season, and money in native circles was very 
tight, a quieter tone prevailed at the close. Grey Shirtings, 84 lbs. 
had been in steady demand, and a slight advance on the commoner 
“makes had been established. Goods were being offered freely at current 
tates for delivery two months hence, without however leading to much 
“business. 7 lbs. had not improved, except for favourite chope, and for 
Heavy peaina there had been hardly any inquiry. White Shirtings had 
been in good demand, and owing to smallness of stocks a considerable 
advance in values had been obtained. T-Cloths continued in the same 
unsatisfactary position os previously reported ; the market was charac- 
terised as “very sick.” Drills were also very dull, and saleable in small 
lots only at reduced rates. Jeans had been in better demand, and were 
quoted a little higher. In Sheetings, except a sale of mildewed goods 


_ at a low price, there were no transactions to note. Fancy Cottons: 
Gentian Shirtings and Chintz Twills had been in demand by 
dealers for the h, but other goods had attracted little attention.

Woollens : Scarlet Long Ells had been much sought after ; but, though 
stocks were very small, dealers would not advance on former quotations. 
Camlets were in steady demand at unchanged prices ; complaints of 
mildew in this fabric were frequent. Figured Orleans were very dull, 
but good assortments of Plain Orleans were readily saleable. Spanish 
Stripes and Medium Cloths attracted very little attention, and were 
quoted lower. Assorted Lastings of second quality were wanted, but 
prices offered were unremunerative. 

Foocnow.—Sales had been—Grey Shirtings, 8-4 Ibe., 2,250 pieces, at 
$2.70 to 2.75 per piece. T-Cloths: 500 pieces, 7 lbs., at $1.95 per 
piece. 

Hona Kona.—The ship Albert Victor, and the steamers Tartar, 
Achilles, besides the mail steamers, had arrived, and had brought fair 
supplies of manufactured goods for this market. There had been very 
little inquiry for Grey Goods, but better accounts from the north had 
helped to maintain prices of Grey Shirtings, but in the case of T-Cloths 
holders were still anxious to realise, and to effect sales they had in 
some instances accepted lower prives. Great complaints were being 
made of the slackness of trade in the interior, and the dealers showed no 
disposition to go into stock. Cotton Yarn: 168 to 248 of common 
qualities still out of demand, and stocks in consequence accumulating, 
better springs found buyers to small extent. 288 to 32s, few sales at 
previous prices. Grey Shirtings: 8 lbs. unsaleable ; and 7 lbs. difficult 
to move ; 8-4 lbs., recent advices from Shanghai had strengthened 
importers’ hands, and though the demand was small, dealers had had to 
pay full prices for what they require ; 9 to 10 Ibs. quite out of request. 
T-Cloths : 6]bs, common quite unsaleable ; 7 Ib., prices not maintained, 
and the tendency was towards a further decline. Mexicans, 6 lb. small 
stock ; 7 lb. in little demand, and lower prices accepted ; 8 1b. in small 
stock, but not asked for. Drills: Small sales at the late decline. 
Fancy Goods : Little doing ; prices are unchanged. Woollens: Spanish 
Stripes lower. Blankets unchanged. Long Ells: Scarlet advanced 25c. 
to 30c., at which a fair quantity had been taken. Assorted advanced 
in sympathy, but not much doing. Camlets weaker allround. Metals : 
Iron Nail Rod 5c. per picul higher, but demand not so active. Bar un- 
changed in value. Hoop more sought after. Lead had been in fair 
demand, but business had been restricted by the firmness of holders ; 
prices advanced 60c. per picul for L.B.; Ordinary Brands quoted $8.15 
to 8.50, and W.B. $8.70 to 8.80. 

Canton.—Lead had greatly advanced in value, was held firmly, but 
at the current prices there was no + demand ; quotations were 
$9.10 to 9.20 for L.B., and $9.30 to 9.50 for W.B. Sales 1,200 pigs of 
the former. Quicksilver had been in request, but since the arrival of 
300 flasks from San Francisco the demand had slackened. 

Batavia.—Business in Piece Goods was almost entirely at a stand- 
still, and pending the reduction of duties with the beginning of the 
new year, only very trifling transactions had taken place, principally of 
goods already imported, which holders were clearing off at reduced 
prices. The native new year holidays had also considerably interrupted 
business. 

Srycapore.—Mesars. Bowstead and Co.'s Report says :—The arrivals 
with general cargoes are the steamers Ningpo and Glenroy from Lon- 
don, the Nestor and Yrurac Bat from Liverpool, and the Asia from 
Hamburg. During the early part of the fortnight a fair amount of 
business in Piece Goods was transacted, but latterly the market has be- 
come quieter and closes dull. There is no change of importance in 
prices to be noted. Grey Shirtings :—Sales of 8} Ibe. goods to some 
extent at $2.374 to $2.40. Small transactions in 7 Iba. at $2; 6 Ibs. 
nominal at $1.80 to $1.82}. 45 inch: Both 8 and 9 lbs. dull, and 
hardly any business is reported. 32inch T-Cloths : Light weights very 
unsaleable. 5 Iba, taken at $1.25 to 1.264. 6 Ibs. have received more 
attention and are in moderate stock ; sales at $1.474 to $1.50. 7 Ibs. 
asked for at $1.65 to $1.674. Grey Madapollams 24 lbs. scarce and 
wanted at $164 to $163. No enquiry for heavier weights. 40's Grey 
Yarn : Sales to some extent at $120 to $122, closing quiet with sellers 
at the lower quotation ; stock small. 30's in occasional request at $105 
to $106. 18’s/24’s mock water in slightly better enquiry. Woollens : 
Assorted Camlets saleable at $19 to $20. Scarlet Long Ells out of 
stock and are wanted. Lastings in occasional enquiry. Scarlet Bom- 
bazettes dull of sale. Metals: Iron is without alteration in price, little 
enquiry and no transactions reported. Lead having advanced in China, 
prices here are stronger, and for L.B. brand $7 would be paid for sup- 
plies on the spot. : 

Prnano.—During the fortnight there had been several sales of mil- 
dewed Grey Staples, at lowrates, which had tended to weaken the market. 
Business transacted had on the whole, been very stnall, and quotations 
remained unaltered.

TEA. 

Hankow.—Transactions had been limited and confined almost en- 
tirely to Russian buyers. Settlements for the fortnight had been 2,154 
chests ; shipments on native account 3,897 chests. 

SHanoHal.—Mesars. Drysdale, Ringerand Co.'s Report says: There has 
been more doing during the fortnight in Black Teas, the low rate of exchange 
and a slight reductiun in the tael price having induced purchases. The 
bulk of the business has been in common Oonam kinds, Lowyongs, and 
Pingkongs, at Tis. 15.0.0 to 16.0.0. Good common Oopacks and Ning- 
chows have been settled at Tis. 17.0.0 to 19.0.0. Export of Congou, 
deducting losses, is 55,656,093 lbs., against 58,896,838 lbs. last season. 
Green Teas : The continued disastrous advices from both England and 
America has had the effect of checking purchases, and the business 
reported is on a moderate scale. Prices show a marked reduction all 
round with the exception of the finest qualities of Moyune, which 
maintain their value. Stock is the largest on record, amounting to over 
100,000 half-chesta, 

Foocnow.—A fair business had been in progress at rates which had 
continued firm, but the market closed with leas animation. me : 
Settlements 30,500 chests at Tls. 18} to 193. The demand had been 
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principally for ordinary to Rigel common grades at aslight advance. MISCELLANEOUS, 
The better kinds were slightly easier. Arrivals 8,200 chests. Souchong : 
Settlements 2,500 chests Tis. 15 to 46, which in some instances - At Shanghai At Hong Koag. 
showed a slight decline. Oolong: Settlements 3,700 half-chests at a 
Tis. 16 to 23, about previous rates. Arrivals 1,200 half-chests. Scented 
Teas : Settlements 5,100 boxes Soented Orange Pekoe at Ta. 16 to 20, | Bis" ie ioe 983 con ai. at 
500 boxes Scented Caper at Tls. 152 to 18, and 400 boxes dust at Tls.| Barsilver.. 1... Tis. 111.3.5 8t prem.

Amoy AnD TaMsul.—The Amoy market for Oolongs had been active 
during the fortnight, and about 23,400 half-chests, consisting chiefly of 
cargo grades, had been settled. Prices for fair cargo showed a slight 
advance at close, while for Teas grading superior and upwards rates 
had been rather more in favour of buyers. Quotations : Inferior to 
common, $14.00 to 15.50 ; fair, $16.50 to 17.50 ; good, $19.00 to 21.00 ; 
superior, $22.50 to 24.00 ; fine, $26.00 to 30.00. At Tamsui the market 
was very firm, and prices were hardening every day. Supplies were 
small, and there was very little more leaf expected down. 

Cantoy.—The market had been extromely quiet during the fortnight, 
and the unfavourable advices received by wire from the London market 
had almost put a stop to business. Teamen would doubtless be willing 
to make some concession in price, but buyers evinced no desire to pur- 
chase, and there was no change in prices.

TEA IN 1873. 
(PRODUCE MARKETS REVIEW.) 

The English merchants in China have during the past year resorted 
to acertain extent to the plan of feeding the British demand from 
month to month, and as the London market has not been glutted at 
special seasons, as was formerly the case, there have been none of the 
Tea panics which have often proved so disastrous to importers. This is 
doubtless a sign that the fact that it is the home trade which regulates 
prices is at length more generally recognised in China, and that rela- 
tions between the producer and the consumer will in the course of 
time be placed on a more satisfactory footing. But until the English 
merchants in China and their agents here attend more closely to the 
changes in the public demand, there is no chance of Tea proving as 
remunerative an article of import as it should be. While the Chinese 
manufacturers, from want of information, probably remain per- 
fectly stationary in their ideas on Tea, other markets are rapidly being 
opened up, and India alone now exports half as much Tea to this 
country as China did thirty years ago, and not only is this the case, but 
Indian Tea is as a rule far superior to that made in China, owing to the 
close attention which the planters pay to the wants of the public, and 
to the improvements on the traditional Chinese methods sure to be 
introduced by intelligent Europeans. It is hardly too much to say that 
20,000,000 lbs. of Indian Tea are equal, in Tea-making power, to quite 
25,000,000 lbs. of the average China Tea. Java also is a new rival to Chins, 
and though only 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 lbs. are produced in that island, 
stilla new competitor, in an unexpected quarter, shows that the Chineseare 
no longer masters of the market, while Japan, on a pinch, could alsosend us 
large quantities of Tea. It is evident, therefore, that though China must 
for many years remain the largest exporter, prices will in future be 
appreciably influenced by the produce of other countries, and that the 
China merchants, abandoning their old princely policy, must pay close 
attention to home wants, and descend to studying the demand of the 
British public, as evinced through the canisters of the retail grocer. 


The year has been a disastrous one to many importers, the losses 
being principally in Green Teas and in the Canton Scented descriptions. 
The importation of Black Tea, though generally understood to have 
been unremunerative, has not been attended with such exceptionally 
heavy losses as was the case in many former years. The superior quality 
of the imports from Shanghai and Foo-chow (especially from the latter 
port) has no doubt contributed to this, freedom from dust being a 
noticeable improvement on former imports. Incredible as it may appear, 
with telegraphic communication fully established between the two 
places, it is a fact that large quantites of Tea have been purchased in 
China for shipment to this country, at prices fully 2d. per lb. above 
those current here at the time. Asa matter of theory the import of 
Tea ought to be one of the most remunerative of trades, if it be true 
that the raw leaf only costs 2d.to 3d. per lb. Apart from a more 
judicious selection of Teas which shall be suited to the market 
and shall greater keeping qualities, and also from a more 
even feeding of the demand with supplies, it would appear that 
very great economies might be effected if purchases were made direct of 
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the growers by Europeans. 
however, a mere trifle to that of China, while the production in the 
Tea districts which have hitherto sent Tea to England is probably | 
capable of a great increase, and there are vast Tea producing provinces | 
in China which have not as yet exported a pound of Tea. With the col- | 
lapee of the Mahomedan rebellion in the Western part of China, a little : 
energy on our part ought to enable us to tap Tea districts through ! 
Burmah as large as those from which we have hitherto received 
supplies. 

The Indian Tea trade of 1873 has continued to show that satisfactory 
progress which has characterised it during the past few years. Indian 
Teas have more than shared in the augmented consumption, as the pro- 
portionate increase returns are issued, but the London stock is esti- 
mated at 14,300 tons, or an excess of 300 tons as compared with 31st 
December, 1872.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
RorrerDaM, Jan. 1. 

The day before Christmas the First Chamber voted the Home Budget, 
and then the Members left the Hague, so that the discussions upon the 
other Budgets will not be commenced until the 12th inst., notwith- 
standing that the fundamental law prescribes that the estimates shall 
all be voted before the opening of the year. Several members of the 
First Chamber complained most energetically of the Lower House 
having wasted so much time in useless debates, when dealing with the 
Budgets, as to render it impossible to comply with this law. This pro- 
test, however, which is repeated year after year, is not likely to effect 
any reform in the very bad habits of the Lower House. The members 
of the First Chamber wisely resolved not to discuss the Atchin ques- 
tion until the war is finished, when they trust the Government will 
afford full information. Complaints were made that none among the 
many Ministers who have stood during the last few years at the head 
of the War Department, and haveexpended so much money for military 
purposes, have adopted any fixed system of military administration. 
Some of the members expressed themselves willing to grant the money 
asked for a reorganisation of our means of defence, but there were 
others who sought to demonstrate that it is useless to spend money on 
such a purpose. Our financial condition was regarded as being satis- 
factory, but several members ascribed this to the extraordinary high 
prices of coffee, and this being exceptional they thought it prudent 
that the Minister of the Financial Department, who has promised so 
much and who has done sg0 very little, should introduce measures to 
reform our esi of taxation, in order to provide for times of less 
prosperity, which perhaps would soon artive. Several members were 
anything but content with the foreign policy of the Cabinet, and they 
especially condemned the treaties which had been concluded with Eng- 
land, which had involved both countries in very costly wars. Great 
astonishment was expressed that the revisal of the East Indian tariff 
had not yet had the results which were foretold when the subject was 
under discussion. Not one Power has given us compensation for the 
sacrifices which were made by Holland. Some remarks were also made 
about the new regulation of the sugar law, and the new coinage standard 
which is to be introduced. 

The fact that the King has conferred the knighthood of the “ Wil- 
liam” Order on the Rajah Boerhan Oedin has created much astonish- 
ment, or rather indignation. It is considered shameful that decorations 
should be granted to spies, and this Rajah was nothing better. He 
was paid by our Government to go to Atchin and to try to enter into 
friendly relations with the Sultan, in order to betray him. He suc- 
ceeded, and the Minister rewards his treachery with a decoration which 
is only granted to military men for “ courage, prudence, and fidelity.” 

It seems that the contests at the forthcoming elections at Gonda and 
Breda will'turn chiefly not upon politics but upon religion. Several 
candidates have eee forward, but there is no question of their 
Conservative or Liberal principles but only of their religious convic- 
tions. It does not, however, seem probable that the Liberal party will 
be reinforced by these elections. : 

In several towns large sums have already been contributed—(in Rot- 
terdam f.28,688)—towards the expenses of the national festival which 
will be held in May next, when we shall commemorate the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of our King’s accession tothe Throne. It is not yet 
fixed what will be presented to him, but the general opinion is that a 
new palace at Amsterdam would be the most suitable gift. 

I regret to record the death of Mr. J. Burlage, a man of great merits. 


We are still without a Minister of the Naval Department, and not a 
single name is even mentioned. As I told you before, it will not be 
pg Aig to find a naval officer willing to accept the barren inheritance 
of Mr. Broex. 

Some cases of cholera continue to occur in many places throughout 
the kingdom. Last week there were thirteen deaths from the epi- 
demic.

PORTUGAL. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Lisson, Dec. 19. 

The official paper of the 16th inst. publishes the deapatches which 
have passed between the Portuguese and Chinese authorities upon the 
subject of the seizure by the latter of a lorcha loaded with opium, 
which was anchored in front of the Governor's palace at Macao. The 
Governor insisted upon the surrender of the vessel, and this was done, 
This energetic action on his part has induced the Government here to 
publieh an address, in which his conduct is eulogized. 

The Government adopted a wise measure with regard to the Chinese 
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coolies in Macao. Mr. Corvo, Naval and Foreign Minister, determined 
that the emigration arrangements in Macao should be placed upon the 
same footing as those adopted by the English authorities in Hong 
Kong. The despatch is accompanied by a long report, elaborated by 
Mr. Corvo's own hand, and shows the brilliancy of his talent. The 
order now forwarded is worthy of the eulogium of all the civilised 
world. For many years a great quantity of documents with regard to 
this affair have accumulated in the Naval and Foreign offices, and Mr. 
Corvo was obliged to examine them all in order to consider the reports 
of several authorities in the provinces of Macao. 

The statutes of a new association, entitled the Association of Work- 
men of the Portuguese Region, were submitted for the approval of the 
Government. This association resembles the International established 
abroad, and which has already ramifications in Lisbon and Oporto. It 
seems that the Government approve of the statutes, for their principal 
object is to create an immense resistance tu capital and to facilitate the 
means of assembling the workmen by means of delegates in all the pro- 
vinces of Portugal. They divide the association in regions, provinces, 
and districts, and even in small places, while their central seat is Lisbon. 
This cannot be legalised by the Government, though the strikes pro- 
moted by workmen themselves are not forbidden by the authorities. 

There is no other news. I may mention that the Cortes is to be 
opened on the 2nd January. The Opposition party have ascertained 
that the Government have no proposals of interest to bring forward, at 
the same time the Government say that they have the Education Bill 
to treat of, and that it is necessary to enlarge the instruction of the 
people, after the financial state of the country shall have been discussed. 

As I said in my last, the Royal family were shooting and hunting in 
Villa Vicusa the day before their departure for Lisbon. On the lst 
December there was a dinner party in Villa Vicosa Palace, at which the 
King proposed “The Independence of Portugal,” saying,—“ To-day is 
the first time, since 1640, that the ancient mansion-house of the Duke 
of Braganza has commemmorated the Ist of December. From this 
house the Duke of Braganza set out to take the reins of Government. 
From here D. Joao IV. gave us our independence.” 

The Rebate, a newspaper which advocates the principles of the Re- 
publican party, uses very strong language sometimes, and for this the 
proprietor has been called to the tribunal of justice. It was proved 
that he had insulted the Royal family and the institutions of the 
country, and he was fined. As this has been repeated more than once: 
his friends promoted a subscription, and a performance took place at a 
theatre for his benefit. In the middle of the performance a child ap- 
peared ctressed in white, with a Republican cap on its head, a red flag 
in the right hand, and the Rebate in the other. All the spectators stood 
up, and the band played the “ Marseillaise.” The enthusiasm of the 
people who filled the theatre was immense, but the perfurmance finished 
without any disturbance, :

Though only a captain in his corps, his career has been not a little dis- 
tinguished. He served with the Baltic expedition in 1854; com- 
manded a mortar in the flotilla employed against Sebastopol from June, 
1855, until its fall; and served with the China expedition of 1857-59 
as adjutant of the artillery, including the blockade of the Canton river, 
bombardment and storm of the city, fur which he received the medal 
with clasp, and the rank of brevet major. 


The Army and Navy Gazette says :—A correspondent has called our 
attention to the fact that the graves of our gallant countrymen who 
were either killed or died during the campaign in the north of China 
in 1860 are in a sadly dilapidated state. He alludes particularly tothe 
cemeteries near Tientain and Taku ; and he states that they present a 
lamentable contrast to those of the French, and is anxious that Mr. 
Wade should receive instructions from home to rescue from destruction. 
the last resting-places of those who so bravely died doing their duty.

THE SUEZ CANAL COMMISSION. 

The Times correspondent forwards to that journal the subjoined 
account of the proceedings of the Suez Canal Commission :— 

An international Commission has been for three months dedicating 
much time, labour, and scientific knowledge to the decision of a ques- 
tion which this Suez Canal has, as it were by accident, provoked, the 
q‘1estion as to what is a “ton,” and that question is now settled so far as 
shipping is concerned. But this has not been accomplished without 
great labour ; some of the most eminent men that Europe could pro- 
duce have given to this Commission a character which will command 
universal respect. Engiand, France, Germany, Austria, Italy, Holland, 
Russia, and Spain, as well as Norway and Sweden, Belgium, and 
Greece, have specially sent their most capable men to take a part 
in the important discussion. Beginning with England, Colonel 
Stokes, C.B., should be mentioned. This well-known officer combines 
with his military character a scientific reputation and practical know- 
ledge of shipping, which it would be difficult to find elsewhere. He 
was for many years the British Commissioner on the Danube, and no 
one who knows what has been accomplished for the navigation of that 
river will deny that it is to Colonel Stokes that the chief merit is due 
of -having made the navigation of the Danube and opening of its mouths 
in the Black Sea a great success. He has borne the principal part 
throughout the discussions in the Commission, and has amply justified 
the choice of the British Government in nominating him the technical 
delegate to represent English interests. With him was associated Sir 
Philip Francis, the Resident Consul-General at Constantinople, who has 
added on this occasion another tu the many valuable services already 
rendered to the Government. The French delegates are Baron d’Avril 
(alao a delegate on the Danube Commission) and M. Rameau, the 
nominee of the various Commissions which M. de Leaseps kas convoked 
at Paris for the purposes of the Canal. Buth of these gentlemen have 
superior technical knowledge, and are distinguished in their respective 
services. The special delegate for Germany is a Mr. Hargreaves, a man 
versed in all the technicalities of the measurement of ships by a long 
practical experience in Hamburg. Mr. Hargreaves’s father settled in 
Hamburg, and thus it is that the delegate from Germany, though 
having an English name, has come to represent the German Empire on 
th: Constantinople Commission, Austria sent from Trieste M. Zamara, 
an experienced man in all that concerns the construction of ships, 
while [taly named Commendatore Mattei, the most accomplished officer 
of their Admiralty. Holland and Spain, two countries which in days 
geome by were great maritime Powers, and still retain a traditional char- 
acter on the seas, were fortunate enough to secure the services of Cap- 
tain Janssen and Don Joachim Togores respectively. The history of 
niyal construction from the Middle Ages to the present day, in all its 
detail, was presented by them to the Commission, and the scientific 
character of their researches left nothing to desire. The other countries 
were also efficiently represented. ; 


In the written instructions given to its delegates on the Interna- 
tional Commission, the Porte recommended that the Commission should 
first examine the question of tonnage generally ; secondly, determine the 
“‘utilisable capacity” of a ship, and, as a consequence of that double 
investigation, finally should consider whether the Suez Canal dues are 
now being levied in conformity with the company’s charter, as already 
interpreted by the Vizierial letters addressed to the Khedive of Egypt 
on the subject. Every maritime nation has a special law for the mea- 
surement of ships. At tirst weight was everywhere taken as the standard 
of tonnage, but the difficulty of properly calculating the tonnage of 
vessels by weight led almost every country to give up that standard. 
The absence and impossibility of a positive mathematical formula to 
establish the utilisable capacity of a ship will explain why every country 
has differed in calculating the tonnage of ships ; but there is no doubt 
that since commerce has become universal, and the privileges of pro- 
tected navisation have given way to international competition, the 
several methods of measuring ships of different countries have ap- 
proached more and more towards a common rule. This has been ela- 
borately and satisfactorily proved before the Commission by Colonel 
Stokes, C.B., Captain Janssen, Commendatore Mattei, and Senor 
Togores (the English, Netherlands, Italian, and Spanish technical dele- 
gates). England, as the first maritime Power, has been foremost in the 
refurm of tonnage, and the system inaugurated in 1854, embodying 
Mvorsom’s principles, has been adopted by America, Austria, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Italy, and Turkey, and will soon—as it has been 
ofcially announced to the Commission by the respective delegates— 
become the law of Belgium, Netherlands, Spain, Sweden, and Norway. 
That system has been pointed out by the Porte to the Commission as 
being the best for calculating as approximately as possible the utilisable 
capacity of ships, and the Commission agrees with the Porte. Captain 
Janasen, the Netherlands delegate, proposed that the Commission 
should declare “that the total capacity of a ship—that is to say, the 
gross tonnage of a ship—is best determined by Moorsom's system as 
expressed in Articles 20 and 21 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,” 
and the Commission adopted tne proposal unanimously. 


The results of the inquiries of the Commission, so far as they con- 
cern the arrangements made with regard to the Suez Canal, are as fol- 
lows:—The Commission inquired whether the Canal Company was 
levying tolls according tu its original concession. It was clear—first, 
that it was not so levying its tolls ; and, secondly, that unless some 
additional toll were allowed, it could not pay any dividend whatsoever 
te its shareholders. Under these circumstances the Commission came 
to the conclusion that they might recommend to the Governments of 
their respective delegates the following propositions :—1. That hence- 
ferth the toll in the Canal should be levied on the net tonnage and not 
on the gross tonnage, asat present. 2. That vessels whose net tonnage 
is frxed under Article 23 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, Section 
A, shall pay a surtax of four francs per ton ; but that this surtax shall 
be reduced to three francs so soon as they receive a certificate of ton- 
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nage under the rules in force on the Danube. 8. That ships whose net 
tonnage is determined under paragraph B of the above-named article 
shall pay a surtax of only three franca per ton. 4. That vessels not 
measured by Moorsom'’s system shall receive an equivalent under the 
Danube scale and pay a surtax of four francs per ton on their net ton- 
nage (this clause does not refer to British shipping). 5. That the sur- 
tax shall be diminished by half a franc so soon as the tonnage of vessels 
passing the Canal shall reach 2,100,000 tons in a year, and that 
every additional increase of 100,000 tons per annum shall be followed 
by a deduction of half a franc, until such tonnage shall reach 2,600,000 
tons, when the surtax shall cease altogether and the original tax of 
£10 per ton will remain permanently as the toll. 6, That transports, 
vessels of war, and all vessels in ballast shall not be liable to any 
surtax. 


ADMINISTRATIVE AND JUDICIAL CHANGES IN 1873. 

Amongst the great political events of the year 1873 the resignation 
and, at a subsequent date, the reconstruction of the Government will 
take an important place. On the night of the 11th of March the 
House of Commons refused, by a majority of 287 against 284, to read 
a second time the Irish University Bill, and when the House met on 
the 13th, Mr. Gladstone announced the resignation of the Ministry. 
Upon the House re-assembling on the 17th Mr. Disraeli stated that he 
had declined to form an Administration during the existence of the 
present Parliament, and an adjournment was moved until the 20th, 
Mr. Gladstone then announcing that he and his colleagues had con- 
sented to resume office. The Government continued without change 
until the first week in August, when, three days after the prorogation, 
a series of alterations in its personnel took place. Mr. Gladstone, fol- 
lowing the course pursued by Sir Robert Peel, combined the offices of 
First Lord of the Treasury and Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Lowe 
taking the seals of the Home Department, in the room of Mr. Bruce, 
who, with a peerage under the title of Lord Aberdare, was to be Lord 
President of the Council. The Marquis of Ripon, who had held that 
office since the formation of the Cabinet in December, 1863, retired 
from the Ministry, as also did Mr. Childers, who was succeeded as 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster by Mr. Bright. At the same 
time many changes were made outside the Cabinet. The accession of 
Mr. Glyn to the peerage, as Lord Wolverton, caused a vacancy in the 
post of Parliamentary Secretary to the Treasury, and this was filled by 
the appointment of Mr. Arthur Peel, whose successor a5 Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade has not yet been named. The Finan- 
cial Secretaryship of the Treasury, which had been resigned by Mr. 
Baxter, was given to Mr. Dodson. Lord F. C. Cavendish was, at the 
same time, taken into the Treasury in a capacity superior to that of a 
Junior Lord. Mr. Ayrton, having left the Office of Works, was made 
Judge-Advocate General, the duties of which had been discharged by 
the Judge of the Admiralty Court during the two years which had 
elapsed since the death of Mr. Davison. Mr. W. P. Adam, hitherto a 
Lord of the Treasury, and Second Whip, took Mr, Ayrton’s place at 
the Board of Works. He was succeeded by Captain Greville, whom 
Lord Kensington replaced as Groom-in-Waiting to the Queen. _ Later 
in the recess, Sir George Jessel. the Solicitor-General, was appointed 
Master of the Rolls, in the room of Lord Romilly, who had resigned, 
and Mr. Henry James became second law officer of the Crown. On 
the Ist of November the death of Chief Justice Bovill caused a vacancy 
in the head-ship of the Common Pleas, which was filled by Sir John 
Coleridge, Mr. Henry James becoming Attorney-General, and Mr. Ver-. 
non Harcourt Svlicitor-General. About the same time Dr. Lyon Playfair 
was made Postmaster-General, replacing Mr. Monsell, who goes to the 
House of Lords as Baron Emly of Tervue. The death of Mr. Winter- 
botham places at the disposal of the Premier the Under-Secretaryship 
of State for the Home Department, which, like Mr. Arthur Peel's for- 
mer post at the Board of Trade, yet remains to be filled up. 


Turning to the Legislature, we find that during the year the House 
of Commons has lost fourteen of its members by death, in the propor- 
tion of eight Liberals to six Conservatives. The Liberals were Mr. 
James Clay, aged 69 ; Sir Joseph Cowen, 73 ; Dr. Donald Dalrymple, 
59; Colonel French, 72; Mr. J. R. McClean, 60 ; Alderman Sir David 
Salomons, Bart., 76 ; Sir William Tite, 72; and Mr. Winterbotham, 36. 
The Conservatives were Mr. Thomas Baring, aged 73 ; the Right Hon. 
H. T. L. Corry, 70; Mr. S. R. Graves, 55; Mr. Kekewich, 76; Mr. 
Gore Langton, 49; and Sir W. Verner, 50. There have been thirty- 
one elections in the year—eighteen in cities and boroughs, twelve in 
counties, and one in the Universities of Edinburgh and St. Andrews. 
The county elections have been those of Armagh, Berwick, Mid- 
Cheshire, South Devon, the North-West Riding of Yorkshire, Orkney, 
and Shetland, Renfrew, Roscommon, East Stafford, Tyrone, Water- 
ford, and Wigtown. The city and borough elections have been 
those of Bath (three), Birmingham, Dover, Dundee, Exeter, Glou- 
cester, Greerwich, Haverfordwest, Hull, Huntingdon, Lisburn, Liver- 
pool, Oxford, Richmond, Shaftesbury, and Taunton. Of the thirty-. 
one elections, twenty were contested, and in the total result eighteen 
Conservatives and thirteen Liberals were returned. The seats now 
vacant are Cambridgeshire, Limerick county, Newcastle-on-Tyne, West 
Somerset and Stroud. The mortality in the ranks of the peerage has 
but slightly exceeded that in the House of Commons. Eighteen peers 
have died, viz., Lord Annaly, aged 84; the Earl of Zetland, 78 ; Lord 
Kilmaine, 78 ; Lord Rayleigh, 77 ; Lord Marjoribanks, 76 ; Lord Wol- 
verton, 76; the Earl of Hardwicke, 74; Lord Howden, 74; Lord 
Lyveden, 73 ; Lord Westbury, 73 ; the Earl of Galloway, 72; Viscount 
Ossington, 72; Lord Lytton, 67; Bishop of Winchester, 67 ; Lord 
Zouche, 68 ; Earl Cadogan, 61; Earl Delawarr, 57; and the Earl of 
Hopetoun, 41. The viscounty of Ossington and the baronies of Howden 
and Marjoribanks have become extinct, and the successor to the earldom 
of Hopetoun is a minor. On the other hand the Earl of Normanton 
has been granted an English peerage under the title of Baron Sumerton, 
the barony of Portman has been raised tv a viscounty, the baronies of 
Aberdare and Waveney have been created, and those of Cvleridge, 
Emly, Lanerton, and Moncreiff, although not yet gazetted, have been 
decided upon. 
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™ Besides the judicial changes involved in the appointment of a new 
Chief Justice of the Common Pleas and a new ter of the Rolls, 
there have been others both in the courts of law and equity. The re- 
tirement of Baron Channell from the Court of Exchequer, which was 
soon followed by his death, rendered necessary the selection of a puisne 
judge, and the choice fell upon Mr. Charles Pollock, a son of the late 
Lord Chief Baron of that name. Early in the year Mr. Justice Byles, 
having completed his fifteen years of judicial service, resigned his seat 
in the Court of Common Pleas, and was succeeded by Sir George 
Honyman. By the death of Sir John Wickens a Vice-Chancellorship 
fell in, which was given to Mr. Charles Hall, The post of Chief Baron 
of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland is now vacant through the death 
of the late Mr. David Pigot. 


THE CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 

The San Francisco correspondent of The Times writes that the delibera 
tions of the Anti-Chinese Convention have been brought to a close 
and their conclusions may be accepted as the expression of the people 
of California on the subject. The objections of the publio to further 
Chinese immigration have been set forth in a petition tu the President 
and Senate of the United States, praying for the amendment or abroga- 
tion of the existing treaty with China. The complaint asserts, among 
other well-attested facts, that the Chinese who come to this coast are 
imported under contract, and are not free agents ; that they exist on 
fifteen cents per day, the balance of their earnings being sent to their 
own country, and that it is, therefore, impossible for citizen workmen 
to compete with them ; that they degrade labour in the eyes of the 
rising generation, and that their personal habits and modes of living 
are repulsive to our people, so that an antagonistic feeling is engendered 
between the two races, which: is increasing with fearful rapidity, and 
which must eventually terminate in riots and bloodshed ; that the 
Chinese never lose their identity as subjects of China, and can in no 
way assimilate with the Caucasian race, and that they exercise a de- 
moralising influence on our youth, “making them familiar with crimes 
of a nature easier understood than described.” Further, that the large 
number of Chinese has tended to shut out the white man from railway 
works, and thereby prevented the lands along the line of railroads from 
being settled and improved by citizens, who, if employed on such 
works, would purchase and cultivate the soil, increase taxable property, 
and promote the general welfare. The petition refers to the fact that, 
whereas the treaty between the two nations provides that Americans 
shall be restricted to certain districts in China, the Chinese are accorded 
all the rights and privileges of the most favoured nations, and, after 
rehearsing the manifold objections to a continuance of this treaty under 
its present aspect, one of its clauses contains the following significant 
statement :—“ That we are opposed to riots or cruelty to the subjects 
of China, or to in any way injuring them while they are here under 
treaty with our Government, and we ectfully represent that the 
prohibition of immigration, as prayed for, is the only safeguard against 
such deplorable results.” All political parties on the Pacific coast co- 
incide in this representation. . 

THE REVENUE RETURNS. 

The National Balance Sheet for 1873 exhibits a more satisfactory 
result than the last weekly returns enabled us to anticipate. Up to the 
20th ult. the revenue for the past nine months was only £60,000 in 
excess of that for the same period of 1872; but the week has seen 
heavy payments on the chief items of receipt, and the total increase 
for the first three quarters of the financial year proves to be more than 
£300,000. The nct increase, indeed, amounts to as much as £1,103,907, 
but £800,000 of this sum is due to a repayment out of the Telegraph 
Loan. This will be a welcome addition to the funds available for the 
service of the year, but it is not revenue. It is to be remembered that 
Mr. Lowe calculated that, in consequence of his reductions in taxation, 
the revenue for 1873-4 would be diminished by no less than £2,846,770, 
as compared with that of 1872-3. Since, instead of this, we have on 
the nine months an actual increase of £300,000, it is evident the 
revenue has not lost its elasticity. On the whole year, indeed, the 
increase shown in the return is but £23,757, and striking off the sums 
due to the Telegraph Loan there is a real decrease to nearly the whole 
amount thus exceptionally credited to revenue. But this is due entirely 
to the heavy Income-tax which preceded the last two Budgets having 
swelled the receipt of the March quarter of 1872. The introduction of 
this quarter confuses the annual calculations, and a fair comparison can 
only be obtained by omitting it. Judging by the financial year alone, 
the expectations of the Chancellor of the Exchequer will be fairly 
inert by the event. The Ashantee War will, of course, derange all 

is calculations for expenditure, but if it were not for that he would at 
least have been well able to meet the claims he anticipated. 


THE FINANCIAL YEAR. 

The Money Market Review, in its review of the money market for the 
ear 1873, notices five great movements. “(1.) A continuous decline 
in the value of money from the Ist to the 28rd of January, followed 
by a period of steadiness up to about March quarter-day. (2.) A con- 
tinuous rise in the value of money from the 26th of March until the 
4th of June, when the 7 per cent. rate was established. (3.) A con- 
tinuous decline in the value of money from the 12th of June until the 
21st of August, followed by a period of steadiness up to about Septem- 
ber quarter-day. (4.) A continuous rise in the value of money from 
the 25th of September to the 7th of November, when the 9 per cent. 
rate was adopted. (5.) A continuous decline in the value of money 
from the 20th of November to the close of the year. Both of the 
periods of stringency this year, somewhat curiously, where the result of 
a decline in the reserve of about 54 millions, followed by a diminution 
in the coin and bullion of some 44 millions, and falling off in the pro- 
portion of reserve to liabilities of close upon 16 per cent. Now the 
outflow of coin to the provinces was, during last spring, £2,400,000, 
and during the autumn £5,000,900, and although the times when these 
home requirements were depleting the bank's resources are not exactly 
coincident with the periods during which the reserve of the Bank was 
being reduced by 54 millions, yet it is apparent, by a little inspection, 
that the provincial drains played an important part in enhancing the 
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value of money, both in the second and third quarters of tha é 
vee to the advance in the rate to 7 and 9 per cent. respectively in 
June and November. The fluctuations of our money market are greatly 
influenced by these internal drains, and if high rates of discount have 
prevailed this year, and the trade of this country has been much dis- 
turbed, there is certainly not a little ground for suppusing that the 
causes which brought about such a state of affairs have not been wholly 
beyond our control.” 


COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
IN RE T. W. 8. OAKES. 

An application was made to the Court on the 3rd inst. on behalf of 
Mesars. Cook, Son, and Co., Messrs. Leaf, Sons, and Co., and other ere- 
ditors, for the appointment of Mr. R. P. Harding, public accountant, 
8, Old Jewry, as receiver under a petition for liquidation presented by 
Thomas William Smith Oakes, described as of 10, Austinfriars, and of 
Calcutta, merchant, trading in London under the style of T. Oakes and 
Co. and at Calcutta as Oakes and Son. The liabilities were estimated 
at £45,000, and assets £8,000, consisting principally of consignments 
and furniture. Remittances had arrived from abroad, and it was de- 
sirable that the property should be protected. 

Mr. Registrar Pepys, with the concurrence of the debtor, appointed 
Mr. Harding receiver, as requested, and granted an interim injunction 
restraining further proceedings at the suit of creditors. 





THE P. anD O. StEamER “ Surat."—The directors of the P. and O. 
Company a few months ago decided to lengthen the steamship Surat 
40 feet amidships. The builders of the vessel, Messrs. Day, Summers, 
and Co., were directed to carry out the proposed alteration, and placed 
the ship for that purpose in dock at Southampton. The rivets of 
several plates on either side were punched out, and the keel and angle 
irons, &c., disconnected, leaving the ship in two parts. Thirteen and 
a half feet of the dock-head had to be cut away, to allow the ship to 
berth. The process of parting ship was performed, on the 2nd inst., 
in the presence of several gentlemen connected with the various com- 
panies and the town. Slipways were prepared and placed under the 
bottom of the ship, and were well greased, as in the case of launching. 
Four large runner tackles were rove and hooked to parts of chain se- 
cured in-board and passing out through hawsepipe. The standing parts 
of tackle being secured, three large chains were made fast to two an- 
chors, the falls of tackle rove through snatch-blocks, and brought to 
capstana, and assisted by a cable chain secured to cutwater, with chain 
purchase passed round to a crab-winch. Several screw-jacks were 
placed between the two parts of the ship. All the gear being ready, the 
order was given to heave round. Capstans, crab-winch and screws worked 
together, and in a few seconds the forward part of the vesscl begun to 
move very steadily, going at the rate of 34 inches per minute. Not- 
withstanding the weight, over 1,800 tons, every part bore equal strain, 
and, with the exception of the breaking of a snatch-block, no accident 
occurred. 

Moss. Joun ANTHONY Gattonant died in Paris a few days since, aged 
seventy-seven. He was the elder of the two brothers who, many years 
back, by their talent, energy, and perseverance, raised the newspaper 
which bears their name to so high a point of prosperity, and he founded 
near Paris that most useful establishment known as the Galignani 
Hospital, intended specially for indigent English subjects. Galignani’s 
Messenger (an English daily newspaper issued at Paris) was established 
in 1814, its principal object being the advocacy of cordial relations be- 
tween Great Britain and France. The deceased gentleman, like his 
brother, had received the French decoration of the Legion of Honour; 
and the English Government presented to them, in 1866, through Lord 
Cowley, the English Ambassador at Paris, a magnificent silver épergne, 
bearing an inscription to the effect that it was given to the Messrs. 
Galignani in recognition of their constant effurts to promote benevolent 
objects in favour of British subjects. 

Mr. Davip Morter Evays, well known in connection with the news- 
paper press, died yesterday. After being for several years assistant 
city correspondent of The Times, he assumed in 1857 the management 
of the same department of the Morniny Merdd and Standard, which 
post and also that of general manager he retained until the end of 
1872, when he left the Standard, and in March, 1873, started the /four. 
In this last venture he spent his fortune and became a bankrupt. This 
event preyed on his mind and broke down his health. He was the 
author of numerous works, and was also intimately connected with the 
Bankers’ Magazine, the Bullionist, the Stock Exchange Gazette, and other 
commercial papers. 

LIEvT.-GENERAL ARTHUR JusEPH Tartor, late Inspector General of 
the Royal Artillery, died last week in his sixty-second year. He served 
at the siege and fall of Sebastopol in command of the artillery of the 
Highland division, and for his services was rewarded with the medal 
and clasp, the fifth-class order of the Medjidie, and the Turkish medal. 
He became colonel in 18538, and major-general in 1866. In the year 
last-named he was granted the reward of £100 “ for distinguished ser- 
vices,” &c., and became lieut.-general on retired full pay in 1870. 

Mr. Cares CusHinc, who representedthe United States before the 
Geneva Arbitrators, haa been appointed to the Embassy at Madrid, 
vacant by the resignation of General Sickles. More than thirty years 
ago Mr. Cushing was appointed Commissioner to China, and concluded 
the first treaty ever made between the Celestial Empire and the United 
States. 

THERE has been an important sale of Chinese books in Paris, at 
which several purchases were made for the British Museum. One 
work, ‘“ Yu-ting-li-tai-ki-si-nian-piao,” was suld for £22; ‘“ Heang- 
thsing-tchih-koung-thuu"” fur £44; and “Tu-ting-pei-wen, tehaia- 
chou-hoa-pou"’ for £56. 

AN extra P. and O. steamer from China, the Zambesi, Captain Cates, 
arrived at Southampton on the 4th inst., with a large cargo for that 
port and for London. The Zambesi left Hong Kong on the 13th Nov. 

CoLonEt (China) Gorpon has arrived in London, and will proceed 
shortly to Cairo and confer with the Khedive as to his proposed con- 
tinuation of Sir Samuel Baker's work. 
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THE MACAO COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

THE announcement, just received by telegram, of the 
abolition of the Macao Coolie Trade, will be received by 
all interested in our relations with China, with a sensation 
of relief and pleasure, and by none more so than ourselves 
and the writer of “A Reply to ‘Macao and its Slave 
Trade,’” in the October number of the China Review. As 
a few weeks since we commented on the article which has 
elicited this “reply,” we now intend briefly to consider the 
position occupied by the author, who has taken up the cud- 
gels in support of the Portuguese colony, and we do this 
the more readily since, like Mrs. MALAPROP, every third 
word he says is on our side of the question. He admits 
at starting that the Coolie trade is a disgrace to Macao and 
to the Portuguese flag, and the only palliation of the crime 
as regards the mother country which he can find, is that 
the traffic has sprung into existence since the Government 
of the colony has by default passed out of the hands of the 
hardy race of Portuguese navigators and their descendants— 
who, from the time of Prince HENRY downwards, have won 
for themselves and their flag a lasting record on the pages of 
history—into the clutches of “convicts from Malacca and 
“ other places under Portuguese rule, belonging to the 
“ Malayan race” who “took the place of the extinct pure 
Portuguese generation.” The consequence of which was 
that “the weakness and imbecility of the following senates 
yy jeer brought the colony to the verge of a suicidal 

estruction.” As on this main point the writer of the 
“Reply” is in strict accord with ourselves we will not 
enter into the lists with him as to the character of the Por- 
tuguese adventurers who first established themselves in the 
China seas, nor attempt to refute, as might be easily done, 
the arguments by which he seeks to show, for instance, 
that the mutinies which have unfortunately so frequently 
broken out on board coolie ships at sea have been the 
work of pirates under the guise of voluntary emigrants, 
and not the last acts of despair on the part of the 
ages ae coolies, when awakened to a full sense of 
the slavery and degradation to which they have been 
destined by their captors. But we will willingly echo the 
hope which he expresses, “that the voice of the glorious 
“ past will not be hushed in the hearts of his fellow-coun- 
“ trymen, and that they will again ennoble Macao as a 
“‘ true Portuguese colony, that they will strive to bring it 
“up from its gradual sinking towards inevitable and hope- 
“ less degradation and shame, and will chase and expel the 
“horrible amount of ruffianism that is here at work to 
“make of this place a new and more infamous Algiers.” 
One most important step towards this most desirable con- 
summation has already been taken by the Portuguese Go- 
vernment, and it now only remains for the local officials 
loyally to carry out the instructions they have received 
from Lisbon, and the disgrace which has so long at- 
tached to the Portuguese name in China will disappear and 
be forgotten. We the more readily believe that this will 
be done since it is well known that the Chinese are now 
more than ever desirous of gaining complete possession of 
the colony. Whether this transfer would be of advantage 
to Macao and to foreigners generally it is difficult to say. 
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SILKWORM CARDS. ; 

In our issue of the 27th October last we published a 
second article having reference to the solution of the mys- 
tery attending the failure of the eggs to produce silkworms 
on being subjected to incubation. We have now before us 
the numbers of a Milan special paper, the Pivistu Setlimanale 
di Bachicoltura, of the 8th and 14th of December, containing 
elaborate articles on the same subject, and which, after 
confirming all that we had already advanced on the subject, 
furnishes additional details and the latest information, de- 
rived, as it states, from official sources. It appears that the 
Government Commission, Italo-Japanese, which we stated 
had assembled at Padua for the purpose of studying this 
important question, has not been able to complete its 
labours in that perfect form which was desirable, owing to: 
the deplorable apathy, strange to say, of the parties in- 
terested, since out of 150,000 cards which it is calculated 
have remained unproductive, not more than 20,000 were 
officially denounced, and only 4,126 actually sent in for 
Now the mean price of each card is £1 
sterling, so that we have at once a real value of £150,000 
entirely lost ; estimating the average gain at a low rate to. 
be £2 per card, we have a, total loss to the agricultural and 
poorer classes of nearly half-a-million sterling ; the subse- 
quent damage sustained by the manufacturing and com- 
mercial classes being also in proportion to the scarcity of 
material The vital importance of the question is therefore 
manifest. Necessarily confining our observations to the 4,126 
cards actually presented, we find they were classified as 
follows :—

This table we append simply as a curiosity for our 
Japanese readers ; it can be of no practical utility, for if 
the entire export statistics of each province were at our 
disposition it is evident that with these partial figures we 
could not strike a percentage nor establish a comparison 28 
to the relative superiority of the cards belonging to the 
various provinces. It is equally impossible to get at the 
producers or “confectioners” of cards, as these bear a 
stamp indicating places, not parties. A table is given 
showing each importer’s quota of the 4,126 worthless 
cards ; that is not sufficient ; to render it practically useful 
we require another table showing the total number of cards 
passed by each importer at the customs barriers. With 
regard to the probable cause of the evil, suppositions are 
many and varied, and it can serve no practical purpose to 
enumerate them ; the Japanese manufacturers blame the 
European importers, who in return blame the Japanese, 
and the losers by them blame both. Science has not yet 
pronounced her verdict, but evidently tends to exculpate 
the Japanese and to confirm the opinion that “ failure is 
“ to be principally, if not entirely, attributed to the treat- 
“ment which the eggs undergo, either during the voyage, 
“ or after their arrival in Europe up to the time of incuba- 
“ tion.” 

The first hypothesis is simple, and would seem to give a 
tational explanation of the fact; it is strange, however, 
that cards contained in the same case give such different 
results. We deduce a more conclusive argument from a~ 
fact to which we have before alluded, and which we find 
in the British Consular reports on trade with China, 1872, 
where Acting Consul EVERARD writes from Chefoo :— 
“ The importation of Japanese eggs is « perfect success as far 
“ as the production and rearing of the worms, although the 
“ silk, being of a greenish hue, finds no favour with the 
“ Chinese.” The eggs, therefore, do not suffer on their journey 
in the interior of Japan ; and they cen, and de, uniformly re- 
sist the effects of an ordinary voyage. 

The second hypothesis, that the cards suffer after the 
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voyage, meets with more acceptance ; the extreme sensi- 
tiveness of the eggs, it is argued, cannot but be influenced 
by sudden changes of temperature ; and in support of this 
opinion is cited the fact that the unusual mildness of last 
winter, succeeded by an abrupt and changeable tempera- 
ture in March and April, was followed by the general 
failure, under incubation, not only of Japanese importa- 
tions, but also of acclimatised and native races. It is 
further observed that the cases after being landed are often 
temporarily deposited in a well-heated railway or other office, 
and that the cards on being distributed are generally trans- 
ferred immediately to an icy-cold cellar, to hinder the little 
silkworms from making their appearance before the mul- 
berry leaves make theirs ; if, in such instances, they make 


their ap nce after, it must indeed be a matter for 
wonder. And, it is finally observed, that those eggs which 


give an incomplete result are almost imperceptibly dis- 
coloured before hand, and that on examination with the 
microscope they show the embryo already formed, even 
before incubation. The practical deduction is that those 
cards, which when placed under the microscope in the 
months of February and March show the embryo already 
formed, ought at once to be rejected as destined to certain 
failure. 

In presence of these facts the Commission has proposed, 
and has already submitted to the Minister of Agriculture 
for approval, the subjoined model of “ Diary,” or rather of 
Thermometrical Register, to be kept by all importers or 
their agents, from the moment the cards come into their 
possession in Japan up to the act of consignment to pur- 
chasers in Europe, to whom a copy will be delivered to 
serve for guide in establishing the temperature of their own 

laces of storage. We are of opinion that it would be pre- 
ferable to give purchasers the result of such observations : 
in the first place it would be more intelligible to the majo- 
rity of them ; in the next it might be more reliable. It can 
hardly be expected that an importer would register correctly 
those abrupt and violent changes of temperature which do 
occur, and which, if known to have been experienced, would 
certainly not enhance the market value of his cards.

THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 

In Colonel Fisher’s book we find the following depositions, 
taken in 1860 :— 

Shun-a-Yeung, a Tartar taken from an American ship, 
states :—About twenty days ago I was selling milk in the 
western suburb. Two men accosted me and said they could sell 
me better goods than mine, and at a very cheap rate ; this milk 
was on board a junk in the river. I went on board with them, 
and was ironed and taken to a foreign vessel at Chang-Chow, on 
board which ship I was asked if I was willing to emigrate. I 
refused, and was taken back to the Chinese boat, was cruell 
beaten with a thick board, receiving a hundred blows on all 

of my body, and told if I did not say I was willing the 
next time the foreigner asked that I should be killed and m 
body thrown into the water. I consented then, being afraid, 
and was taken to the foreign vessel again. Some time after this 
a foreign gentleman came on board and asked me some ques- 
tions. I explained who I was, and that I would not be a coolie. 
After this I was sent down below, and a foreigner, of what 
country I was not aware, struck me with his fist for having re- 
I saw it was no use resisting any longer; my clothes 
were changed, and I was kept below. My father, accompanied 
by a foreign gentleman, came for me. I am thirty-four years of 
age, and have a wife and two children. 
ANOTHER DEPOSITION. 

Koon-a-Choy (taken from an Oldenburgh ship) :—I am thirty- 
seven years of age, have a wife and two children ; I live at 
We-loo-shi. I left home eighteen days ago ; I was carrying char- 
coal], and met six men in the western suburbs, who told me they 
had better work for me, and I was to accompany them to the 
water side. I went to the allied landing-place, and when near 
the water agag was placed in my mouth and I was dragged into 
a boat and taken to Chang-Chow, where I was placed on a La- 
kou-ting. I was asked if I would go to Spain asacoolie. I 
said I was the only support to my wife and children, and that it 
was impossible I could leave them ; I was told I must do so, 
and I said I would rather be killed. The kidnappers and a lot 
of Chinese tied my body down to my legs, laced: me sitting on 
my hands, tied my hands underneath, passed in under and be- 
hind my legs, then forced in a bamboo, and two men stamped 
upon me until the pain was killing me. I yielded, and was. 
taken to the foreign vessel, where I was well treated and paid a 
dollar. I was not visited by any mandarins until the two ma- 
gistrates came for me. About sixty coolies were left on board 
the vessel, who seemed willing to go. 

i DEPOSITION OF A KIDNAPPER. 

One of the kidnappers was then examined. Chin-ah-Sen, 
alias Chin-ah-seu, states :—I am forty-four years of age, and 
belong to the Sin-ning district. On the Ist of the 8th moon of 
the present year I connived with Seu-ah-hing to kidnap a man 
named A-che (I do not know what his family name was), and 
with Seu-ah-hing took him to Macao and sold him there for 
twenty dollars, of which Seu-ah-hing gave me six dollars for my 
share. Again, on the 7th of the same moon there came to my 
boat a Sin-ning man named Hwang-ah-neu, who had kidnapped 
a man named Tseen-ah-tee. Him Seu-ah-hing and myself took 
to Macao, and sold him there for thirty dollars, which we three, 
Seu-ah-hing, Hwang-ah-neu, and myself shared equally. On the 
17th of the 8th moon I returned to Sin-ning, and with a man 
belonging to the village of Pwan came to Canton, and on the 
20th went on board a hakow-boat. On the 2Ist, with Seu-ah- 
hing, I took this man to Macao and sold him for thirty dollars, 
of which I gave Seu-ah-hing ten dollars. On the 17th of the 
9th moon, having spent this, a man named Seu-ah-lung with a 
man named Seu-ah-hseen, whom he had kidnapped, Seu-ah-hing 
and myself took to Macao. We sold the man for twenty dol- 
lars, of which I got six dollars, Seu-ah-hing six dollars, and Seu- 
ah-lung ten dollars. On my former examination I confessed two 
cases of kidnapping and selling men ; now I have confessed to 
four fresh ones. There are six in which I have been engaged. 
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THE ASHANTEE WAR UNNECESSARY AND 
UNJUST. 
(T. G. BOWLES IN “ FRASER’S MAGAZINE”) 

A very plain-spoken and instructive article appears in 
Fraser's Magazine on the Ashantee War, which will be read 
with interest in connection with the Atchin War and the 
Dutch Government :— 


Whether it is of any use to preach to this generation of Englishmen 
on Foreign Affairs of any kind whatever may be doubtful ; that it is 
the duty of those who take any interest in the future of their country 
to preach upon them is only the more certain. For, indeed, there never 
was a time when the ordinary Englishman was so thoroughly convinced 
that there are no Foreign Affairs, or when Parliament was so thoroughly 
indisposed and incompetent to understand them; so that any single 
man who will be at the pains of wading through Blue-books with a 
mere honest purpose of arriving at the truth on any one given subject 
in this department is likely to rise with well-nigh a monopoly of that 
subject. Were it otherwise, the events now about to be related could 
never have occurred ; for had there existed any number of Englishmen 
properly informed of those events, the proceedings of the men respon- 
sible for them would have been checked by a storm of ridicule, if not 
of. indignation, before they had led their country into an unjust and 
unnecessary war. It is a humiliating history, yet it will not have been 
recorded in vain if it should lead but one or two of those who read 
it to reflect on the causes which have brought it about, causes which 
are still working dire effects, and which, if not suppressed, will bring 
this country to a shameful end. 

The Ashantee war originated in the Straits of Malacca. Strange as 
this may sound, it is true. The Straits of Malacca, as a glance at the 
map will show, are the gate of commerze between Europe and the 
China Seas ; and in the days when England still had statesmen it was 
regarded and treated as an object of great importance to make sure 
that that gate should never be shut upon our trade, whether in peace 
or in war. This was secured by taking possession of Penang, of Sin- 
gapore (the ancient capital of Malay), and of other commanding spots 
on the north-eastern side of the Straits, and by making a defensive 
alliance with the Mohammedan Sultan of Acheen, who ruled on the 
opposite side of Sumatra ; so that while one side of the Straits was in 
our own hands, the other was in the hands of our dependant and ally 
All this was effected in 1819; and it was held to be a great triumph 
over the Dutch, with whom we had been disputing supremacy in those 
seas for two hundred years, inasmuch as it gave us full, complete, and 
exclusive control of the Straits. This control endowed us with no in- 
creased power of aggression ; it merely enabled us to resist aggression. 
The real England is not this little island, but the thousands of ships 
that fly her flag on the seas of the world; and the Power that can 
stand and stop them at a gateway through which they must pass if 
they are to pass at all has its finger on England's windpipe. We live 
by commerce alone ; if our commerce is stopped, we.cease to live ; and 
for this reason the power of securing a free passage to our vessels at all 
times, and under all circumstances, through the Straits of Malacca, is 
one, to us, of the first importance. That we should ever have con- 
sented to give up this power seems most extraordinary. That we 
should consent to give it to Holland at a time when, as is now the 
case, that little State has fallen under the thumb of Pruszia, is incre- 
dible. Yet it is the fact. And the consideration we have received in 
return for this dangerous concession—how dangerous we shall one day 
discover—is the Ashantee War. 

In order to make good this assertion, we must turn to the Gold 
Coast, which the English and the Dutch have divided between them- 
selves, the English taking all to the east of Cape Coast Castle, the Dutch 
all to the west of it. It is important to remark here that neither na- 
tion claimed the full and absolute domain and empire of the territories 
in which they had established themselves ; they merely assumed to 
exercise a “ Protectorate” over the various tribes and nations inhabit- 
ing those territories, leaving to them their laws (even the laws main- 
taining domestic slavery), their customs, and their kings, and treating 
with these latter, not as with subjects, but as with allies. That this 
situation was a confused and a dangerous one is true, but it existed ; 
and neither England nor Holland had any power to act outside of its 
limits. Both nations were there as the accepted protectors of the 
tribes ; if not accepted by them, they had no place there at all. To 
use the language of the publicists, they had neither the “high domain” 
nor the “eminent domain” of the country, but only the “ useful do- 
main" in certain spots where they had erected forts and factories ; and 
a very material point is that at one part of the Gold Coast, namely, at 
the town of Elmina, the King of Ashantee held precisely and absolutely 
the same position as the Dutch. J/e had there the useful domain ; for 
from time immemorial the Elm{nas had been his allies, or under his 
suzerainty ; from time immemorial the fact had been recognised by the 
payment of a yearly tribute of £80, and the Dutch themselves had re- 
cognised it, by continuing the payment of that tribute when Elmina 
became part of their protectorate. So that the situation was this,— 
a limited authority exercised by the Dutch and the English over the 
tribes of their respective parts of the coast, deriving all its force from 
its acceptance by those tribes; and at the same time the concurrent 
existence in the particular case of the Elminas of a similar kind of au- 
thority exercised by the King of Ashantee. 

From this it must be manifest that the Dutch had no sort of right, 
or pretence to a right, to sell the territory and tribes of their protec- 
torate to any other Power ; for they did not possess them, and least of 
all did they possess Elmina. If there were a right to scll that any- 
where, the right of the King of Ashantee, recognised by them as it was, 
was anterior and superior to theirs ; and even if that were disposed of, 
there remained the right of the Elminas themselves to choose their own 
protector. Well, all the rights that did exist have been disregarded, 
by England no less than by Holland, and that witha perfect knowledge 
of them : while all the rights that did not exist have been treated as 
though they were unquestionable and indisputable. In 1869 this pro- 
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posal was made, that England should withdraw her opposition to the 
establishment of the Dutch on the northern and eastern sides of the 
Island of Sumatra, and should abandon her ally the Sultan of Acheen 
to their aggression, and that in exchange she should receive a cession 
of the Dutch territories on the Gold Coast. In other words, England 
was asked to give up the control of the Straits of Malacca to Holland, 
which in course of time must mean Prussia, in exchange for a cession 
of territory which there existed no right to cede! That such a pro- 
posal should ever have been so much as [seriously entertained by an 
English Minister is a lamentable proof of our want of statesmen ; that 
it should not have been discovered and stopped in time is an equally 
lamentable proof of the ignorance in which Parliament allows itself to 
be kept, and of its utter incapacity for controlling the conduct of 
Foreign Affairs. The proposal was not only entertained, however, it 
was accepted ; yet not as it would seem without some shame ; for al- 
though the convention with respect to the Gold Coast has been pub- 
lished, the Foreign-office has, up to this day, never given us an oppor- 
tunity of seeing that treaty with respect to Sumatra, which was the 
consideration given for it. Is it honest, or is it not rather like the act 
of those who have a set. purpose of deception, to publish as their ac- 
count of a bargain the instrument which sets furth what England is to 
receive, and to withhold that which sets forth what she is to give? Ie 
it be pretended that the Straits of Malacca are unimportant, and that 
the control of them is of no consequence, we reply, that such a pretence 
is an insult to the understanding of those to whom it is addressed. Yet, 
although Lord Granville and the Foreign-office have not dared to give 
us the instrument by which this unholy bargain was made, they have 
had the effrontery to publish correspondence which is a shameful con- 
fession of the abandonment of Acheen, and of the contempt they feel 
for the faith of treaties, When first attacked by the Dutch, the Sule 
tan appealed to his old friends the English, and claimed the protection 
against aggression to which the treaty of 1819 entitled him. The reply 
made to that appeal by Lord Granville through Lord Enfield on July 
15, 1873, is about the most shameless document ever printed. The 
treaty is not disputed, but the Sultan is told that he cannot claim the 
protection which it bound England to afford to him because England 
had subsequently “entered into a treaty with the Netherlands entirely 
inconsistent with it,” and because she had not “ uninterruptedly observed. 
it.” To pretend that the insufficient observance of a treaty by one of 
the parties to it dissolves that treaty, and releases the defaulter from 
the engagements made by it, must be shocking to all who retain any 
sense of law. Lord Enfield, indeed, does not venture to say that the 
treaty is dissulved, but he declares that England will not fulfil her en- 
gagements under it. And he cynically intimates that the Sultan of 
Acheen has brought upon himself the “ displeasure,” or to speak plainly, 
the aggreasion of Hulland, by “ misgovernment.” Surely no commen- 
tary can be necessary on such conduct as this. ‘ 
A great deal is said in the course of the correspondence of the “advan- 
tages " which the English protectorate would bring to the ceded terri- 
tories ; but it is not easy to discover what these advantages ware. 
The Elminas, who number some 15,000, are the most important of 
the tribes in those territories, and Mr. Bartels (who had been sent to 
reconcile them to the change of flag) told the chiefs that the English 
Governor they were asked to receive would afford them protection from 
“further molestation on the part of the marauding Fantees.” Upon 
this the King asked the meaning of the word “protection,” to which 
Mr. Bartel replied “that robbery, pillaging and kidnapping that your 
people have suffered at the hands of the Fantees would be put down, if 
necessary with a high hand and by force.” Lord Kimberley, however, 
no sooner learnt this than he wrote on February 28, 1871: “I regret that 
Mr. Bartels should have stated at the meeting that violence on the 
of the Fantees would be put down if necessary with a high hand and 
by force. Such a promise would be entirely inconsistent with the 
position which Her Majesty's Government occupied towards the pro- 
tected tribes. I have to request that you will take steps to make it 
clear that Her Majesty's Government can enter into no such engage- 
ment.” So that the protection offered to the Elminas against their 
only enemies, the Fantees, was no protection at all, and the advantages 
of cession to the Elminas must be found purely and solely in the 
establishment of custom-houses and the cessation of their ancient rela- 
tions with their allies of Ashantee. What wonder if under these cir- 
cumstances they disclosed so strong a repugnance to being protected ? 
On February 3, 1871, the convention of transfer not having then 
been signed, and Lord Kimberley being in possession of the grave in- 
formation we have cited, he caused a letter to be written to the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, as follows :—‘ Lord Kimberley considers 
it necessary, before proceeding further with the Convention, that the 
Dutch Government should procure by such means as they think fit the 
renunciation of the claim of the King of Ashantee to Elmina, else 
this Government may find itself involved in a war with the Ashantees,”" 
and further, “The documents transmitted by Sir A. Kennedy, prove 
the absolute necessity that the Dutch Government should, before the 
completion of the transfer, remove the Ashantee Chief Atjiempon and 
his followers from the Elmina country.” Both these requirements 
were dictated by the commonest prudence, which equally indicated that 
as Lord Kimberley suggested, they should be complied with before con- 
cluding the Convention. Accordingly Lord Granville on February 11, 
1871, enclosing a copy of Lord Kimberley’s letter, directed Admiral 
Harris “to speak in this sense to Baron Gericke.” It may be supposed 
that Admiral Harris thereupon procured, or endeavoured to procure, 
from the Dutch Government the compliance with these “necessary” 
requirements. He did nothing of the kind. Instead of “speaking in 
that sense,” he wrote to Baron Gericke merely a request to “fyrnish 
the details respecting this payment to which the King of Ashantee 
attaches such an extravagant significance,” and did not, 80 far as his pub- 
lished letter shows, mention Atjiempon at all! This is incredible, but 
it.is true. And what is equally incredible and equally true is that 
Lord Granville, on being informed by Admiral Harris that he had sv 
violated his dutyas to do something quite different from that he had 
been instructed to do, neither censured the act nor made any remark 
upon it, but wrote airily to the Colonial Office, through Lord Enfield 
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“there can be no doubt but that the title of the Netherlands Govern- 
ment to the forts pro to be ceded to this country is unquestion- 
able.” Possibly Lord Kimberley may have felt himself unable to dis- 
pute a point with Lord Granville ; but this dilemma atill remains for 
both of them, that after having declared the compliance with certain 
requirements to be an indispensable preliminary to the conclusion of 
the Convention, they gave up those requirements, without having ob- 
tained any kind or degree of satisfaction with regard to them. For 
Lord Kimberley indeed, it was reserved to put a finishing touch to his 
own gelf-stultification ; for on February 28, 1871, he wrote to Governor 
Kennedy, “ You will perceive that Her Majesty's Government require 
that the claims of the King of Ashantee to Elmina, as his own by right, 
should be settled by the Netherlands Government before the Conven- 
tion for the transfer is concluded ;" and further, “the presence of the 
chief Atjiempon at the meeting held at Elmina by Mr. Bartels, and his 
demeanour there, show the imperative necessity of the return of him- 
self and of his followers to Ashantee before the transfer of the forts.” 
The despatch in which these words are found was written three days 
after the Convention for the transfer had actually been signed, and when 
congzequently it was impossible that the claim of the King of Ashantee 
could be settled before its conclusion ! "s 

What followed was the inevitable result. The Convention was signed 
on February 25, 1871, and the transfer of the territory was effected on 
April 6, 1872, without either the King of Ashantee having renounced 
his claim or Atjiempon having been removed. 

Even after all this the position might perhaps still have been re- 
trieved and the war prevented, had an honest disposition been shown 
of friendliness to the Ashantees, and a desire to protect them and their 
Elmina allies from the violence and exactions of the Fantees. Here 
again it was precisely the reverse spirit that was displayed. Mr. Pope 
Hennessy, indeed, on his arrival, in April, 1872, set about carrying into 
effect the desirable policy we have indicated, and notwithstanding the | 
very indecent attack made upon him by Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen, ; 
proved himself a good and able Governor. In five months he had not | 
only re-established something like peace among the warring tribes of | 
the Protectorate, but he had procured the reopening of the roads for | 
trade, and that, with such immediate results, that a vessel calling in | 
September at Seccondee, “ expecting to do only a slight trade, had to | 
leave oil on the beach,” while produce was reported “ready for shipment | 
at places on the Windward Const, where it has never been seen for a | 
long time past.” At Elmina and Cape Coast there was soon “a great ; 
influx of Ashantee traders bringing gold dust and native produce.” But ; 
Mr. Pope Hennessy was at Sierra Leone, and the administrators at Cape | 
Coast seem to have been incapable of conceiving and carrying out any - 
other policy than than of “vigour,” in other words of violence, com- | 
monly popular with such officials. Mr. Salmon, who in all other re- | 
spects appears to have acted well, sent an armed force to Half Assinee, 
on October 26, to seize Atjiempon, which was accordingly done after 
much resistance ; and he reported the capture to Mr. Pope Hennesby 
in such words as made it appear that the chief had voluntarily accom-. 
panied Colonel Foster to Cape Coast. 

‘We say that it is the English Government that is guilty, and we re- 
capitulate the charges against them,—charges, be it observed, supported 
by nothing less than the evidence supplied by themselves to Parlia- 
ment :— ; : 

1. They disregarded and betrayed the interests of their country in 
giving up the control of the Straits of Malacca. 

2. They made a ridiculously bad bargain in giving it up for a cession 
of territory on the Gold Coast. 

3. They accepted this cession from the Dutch, who had no right to 
make it, unless with the consent of the tribes and of the King of 
Ashantee, which consent was not obtained. 

4. They were well aware that the question of tribute and the re- 
moval of Atjiempon were likely to lead to war if not settled previous 
to the cession, and yet they accepted the cession without having settled 
either point. 

5. They allowed Admiral Harris to disregard his instructions on both 
these points, and, far from censuring, adopted his conduct. 

6. Professing to desire the promotion of commerce, they have ac- 
quiesced in the establishment of heavy customs duties upon it, and 
are at this moment, in alliance with the Fantees, fighting for nothing 
else than the power of hampering commerce by exactions. 

7. While professing to give fullinformation, they have suppressed an 
important treaty, and facts, presumably important, of many despatches. 

8. And in the face of all this, they endeavour, by the mouth of Mr. 
Gladstone, to shift the responsibility from themselves, and to throw it 
upon the “people of these three kingdoms,” whom they kept in utter 
ignorance of their proceedings until their acts were irrevocable. 

No doubt there is a kind of answer which may and which will be 
made to all this. It will be said that it may be true, but that there 
was no conscious purpose of betrayal or of misconduct on the part of 
the Ministers ; that Lord Granville was not aware of the importance, 
or possibly of the existence, of the Straits of Malacca; that neither he 
nor the Cabinet knew that the control of those Straits was worth far 
more than the acquisition of a dangerous protectorate, or rather as it 
turned out, of a war on the Gold Coast ; that they hoped the two diffi- 
culties they had left unsettled would somehow settle themselves ; and 
that, as regards Admiral Harris, his instructions were sent, not in pub- 
lished despatches, but in private telegrams and letters not published. 
It will be said, in short, that our Government did not understand their 
business, and did not attend to it ; that they are men who have never 
given any particular thought to Foreign Affairs, who have done the best 
they knew ; to which it would be sutticient to reply that a Minister may 
no more betray his country ignorantly through incapacity or negligence 
than he may knowingly and of set purpose. But what we hold it im- 
portant to show, and what we have shown is, that English Ministers, as 
at present chosen, do betray their country, and that they do it with 
careless confidence in their impunity, which is quite terrible. 

If this were a solitary instance of the results of secret diplomacy, we 
should not be so anxious to draw attention to it. But the whole of our 
recent history is full of instances of the same nature, and of even 
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greater gravity. Secret diplomacy, so far as is concerned,. 
offers one unbroken record of defeat and failure. Failure in Persia, 
failure in Khiva, failure in the Black Sea, failure in America, is recorded 
in plain letters. For this there is one remedy, that negotiations should 
be made public before their irrevocable completion ; that the blunderers 
of the offices should no longer be permitted rashly to sign away the 
honour and interests of England, in the certainty that their work 
being irrevocable, must, when disclosed, be adopted ; that, in short, the 
English people should sternly and peremptorily claim a voice in the 
management of their own affairs. That remedy, however, will not be 
accepted till it is too late.

e Pull Mall Gazette publishes an elaborate review of the 
pamphlet entitled “ Apergu de la Situation en Chine,” which we 
noticed in our issue of the 8th ult. We extract the following 
observations :— 


So far as a general survey is concerned, Baron Hiibner's “‘ Promenade 
autour du Monde,” which appeared last season in two volumes, gives 
a more impartial and satisfactory summary, both of the present situa- 
tion in China and of the operative causes determining our relations 
and those of other treaty Powers from the beginning. As a veteran 
diplomatist and Minister of State, it was to be expected that even in a 
three months’ study of the situation in Japan and China he would 
know how to avoid errors common to less practised observers. The 
anonymous author of the pamphlet might have taken a lesson from 
his less pretentious and more wary predecessor in this field, instead of 
merely reproducing the hackneyed pleas of the mercantile communities 
for a more aggressive or “vigorous policy” on the part of all Govern- 
ments towards China as a means of opening up the country and ad- 
vancing trade. Into these well-aired grievances we do not propose to 
follow the writer. Before leaving this part of the question, however, 
we may just observe that the first twenty-five pages of the pamphlet 
are occupied in a purely fanciful grievance against the British, who are 
charged with having committed a fatal error during the negotiations 
which took place in 1868-9 for the revision of existing treaties. 
This is really a guerelle d' Allemagne, and has no sense in it. It is said 
that in our utilitarian preference of expediency to principle we began 
our negotiations for a revision by assuming that our rights were only 
derived from treaties ; whereas, the right of free intercourse and inter- 
communication is common to all nations and antecedent to all treaty 
engagements. To adopt any other point of departure, it is contended, 
was to take the humiliating place assigned by the Greeks and Romans 
to all barbarians outside the limits of their territories with whom they 
had entered into no engagements, and therefore, according tothe Roman 
jurists, having no rights. It was to lend a sanction to the absurd pre- 
tensions of the Chinese to admit or exclude foreigners at their pleasure 
by the unfettered exercise of a sovereign power above any so-called 
law of nations. The simple answer is that, whether a right of free 
intercourse, trade, and domicile was, according to the Law of Nations, 
one of those perfect rights which carry with them compulsory powers, 
or only an imperfect right, to be made good by compact and mutual 
arrangement—it would have been idle and utterly inopportune to dis- 
cuss. So far as China was concerned, that contention was over. The 
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Emperor had been compelled to sign three successive treaties, after as 
many disastrous wars, recognising such rights de facto. These treaties 
had defined the conditions under which all rights claimed or deemed 
necessary should be enjoyed. And on each occasion the terms of the 
treaty or convention entered into were dictated by ourselves. For any 
foreign Power, after this, to enter into a worldly contention with the 
Chinese rulers as to the origin of our rights would surely have been 
the idlest waste of breath that even a doctrinaire could suggest. 

We have not space enough to follow the author through a series of 
mistaken data and false conclusions. We infer that he has resided in 
China, and knows much without being really well informed, or capable 
apparently of exercising an impartial judgment when foreign interests 
are in the one scale and Chinese in the other. He claims merit on be- 
half of the Treaty Powers for having aided the Chinese to put down 
the Taeping insurrection. And so no doubt they did. But where he 
claims the gratitude of the Chinese for this service, he utterly ignores 
that we were ourselves in no small degree responsible both for the 
commencement and the long continuation of the Taeping rebellion by 
the weakness and humiliation our war had brought on the Government, 
and by the direct encouragement given by the missionaries, merchants, 
and filibusters of all nationalities to the rebels. When we did intervene 
the Chinese may rightly ask our motive—whether it was not for our 
own safety at the ports and our commercial interests, and not for any 
interest of theirs. Nothing can well be more wide of fact and truth 
than the assertion that the Chinese have anything to thank us for ; 
or leas rational than to found on that plea any ground of reclamation. 
The introduction of railways, telegraphs, and all the other appliances 
which would promote the civilisation of the Empire by the develop- 
ment of its material resources, with increased facilities of communica- 
tion and interchange of ideas as well as of products, has been urged 
upon the Chinese Government heretofore with very little effect. Suc- 
cessive Ministers—from Lord Elgin to Mr. Wade—-have told us, through 
Blue-books and despatches innumerable, the same facts, and the con- 
clusions to which they lead. The literati, from among whom all civil 
offices are filled, are still, from their ignorance of everything outside 
China, incapable of appreciating the utility of scientific inventions. 
They are not less opposed, from pride, to the adoption of any means 
that can only be turned to account with the help of foreigners. In this 
state of things, and with this feeling generally prevailing throughout all 
classes, but more especially, perhaps, the ruling class—that is, the edu- 
cated and the holders of office—it is easy to discern what are the prac- 
tical barriers to any rapid progress, or the introduction of material im- 
provements if these involve European innovations—machinery or foreign 
agents. The more persistently or vehemently they are urged to ad- 
vance, the more resolutely they plant their feet on the antiquas vias 
of tradition and custom, with a retrograde tendency. Whenever they 
move forward, as we have no doubt they must, we repeat our convic- 
tion that it will be by their own methods, for their own ends, and at 
their own time. But encouragement may be found in the fact that 
what Gallileo said of the earth is equally true of China, “E pur si 
muove!” Not only have they been led by the force of ciroum- 
stances to create arsenals and docks on European models with 
engineers and artificers of different nationalities, and with all our 
best machinery and newest appliances,—armed their forts with 
Krupp’s and Armstrong’s guns, disciplined troops with European 
drill and furnished them with the newest breech-loaders for weapons, 
but they have built for themselves ironclads and a large fleet of smaller 
steamers and gunboats. They have created a mercantile steam com- 
pany, and more recently Li-Hung-chung, the able Viceroy of the 
northern provinces, has boldly announced the necessity of abandoning 
all junk transports of rice for the capital and the Grand Canal route. 
But all this is perfectly compatible with an increasing disposition not 
to adopt foreign ways, if their adoption is suggested by the foreigners. 
Of this the refusal even to receive a present or wedding gift in the 
novel form of a railway—which, although contested, is undoubtedly 
true—is the last evidence. Yet those on the spot know that there is 
an in ing experience and appreciation of the utility of foreign in- 
ventions ; and although the art of war takes precedence, and for 
sufficient reasons, the appliances of the foreigner are working their way 
into China, wedgewise it is true, but not the less irresistibly and 
certainly. 

The first step to be looked for now will be in the mining direction. 
They have, as we have seen, besides arsenals, a large fleet of steamers, 
both for warlike and commercial purposes ; and for these they want 
coal. Peking will be the last to initiate such a movement. It will be 
done first by some bold and enterprising Viceroy, like Li-Hung-chung, 
and sanctioned afterwards. One hundred youths have been sent to 
the United States of America for education, because it is more easily 
obtained there than in England probably, and perhaps also because the 
Americans give them less trouble than we do. The Colossus is actually 
in motion, therefore, and must inevitably move on, however slowly or 
reluctantly. 


Monetary and Commercial, 


A deputation of steamship owners of London, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, the Tyne, and Hull, have hadan interview atthe Treasury 
Office with Mr. Dodson and Dr. Lyon Playfair, the Postmaster- 
General, with reference to the acceleration of mails to the East, 
and certain grievances against the P. and O.Company. The depu- 
tation consisted of Measrs. Alfred and Philip Holt, Ocean Steam- 
ship Company, Liverpool ; Mr. Charles Wilson, Hull ; Mr. Skin- 
ner, Castle Line, Glasgow ; Mr. Montgomery (Smith and Sons, 
Glasgow) ; Mr. Macgregor (Macgregor, Gow, and Company, 
London) ; Mr. James Harrison, Liverpool ; Mr. M‘Diarmid, 
Ducal Line ; Mr. Laining, Red Cross Line ; Mr. Davies (Rath- 
bone Brothers, Liverpool, Star Line) ; Mr. Gellatly ; Mr. Grant 
(the Queen Line); and Capt. Carr. The deputation was introduced 
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by Mr. Alfred Holt, who said they represented 280,000 of the 
400,000 of steamship tonnage passing through the Suez Canal. 
They understood that the P. and O. Company had asked the 
Government to allow them to carry the imails through the Suez 
Canal instead of sending them by rail from Alexandria to Suez, and 
in order to compensate for the loss of time in going through the 
Canal, the speed was to be accelerated between Southampton and 
Alexandria. The speaker said, that if the P. and O. Company 
had permission to carry the mails by the Canal they would have 
precedence over all other vessels. The Government were pay- 
ing a large sum of money for a notoriously slow service, and 
they enabled the P. and O. Company to have all the benefits of a 
subsidy with none of itsdrawbacks. The mails between Shanghai 
and Southampton could be accelerated five days easily, for when he 
said that a day’s delay of the mail was a loss of £10,000 to those 
engaged in trade, the Government would see the importance of 
accelerating the speed. Mr. Dodson and Dr. Playfair said they 
would consider the matter. 

The Manchester Market has presented a holiday appearance, 
and business will not be actively resumed until next week. 
Neither buyers nor sellers have shown much disposition to enter 
into fresh transactions, and it is only in exceptional cases that 
any concession can be obtained in prices, the general tone of the 
market being very steady. 

Mr. George Arbuthnot, the Deputy Chairman of the Oriental 
Bank, has been elected Chairman of the Corporation, in suc- 
cession to the late Mr. James Blyth, and Sir William Baynes, 
Bart., becomes Deputy Chairman. 

It is announced that, owing to the expiration of partnership 
and retirement of Mr. Hanbury, the firms of Bower, Hanbury, 
and Co., of Shanghai, and Hanbury and Co., of London, ceased 
to exist on the 31st December. The business, both in Shanghai 
and London, will now be carried on by the remaining partners, 
Mr. Egbert Iveson and Mr. A. A. Ranken, under the style of 
Iveson and Co., in Shanghai, and Andrew A. Ranken and Co., 
in London. 

Messrs. C. Melchers and Co., of Bremen, announce that Mr. 
J. H. Jantzen will retire from the firm from the lst of January, 
and Mr. Hermann Melchers, son of the senior partner, will 
be admitted a member of the firm at Bremen from that date, 
at the same time retaining his interest in the Hong Kong 
business. 

The firm of Blyth, Greene, and Co., Mauritius merchants, is 
dissolved, in consequence of the recent death of Mr. Bye and 
will henceforth be consitituted as Blyth, Greene, Jourdain, and 
Co., by Mr. R. Burn-Blyth, Mr. F. Greene, and Mr. H. J. 
Jourdain. 

Measrs. Pixley, Abell, Langley, and Blake, bullion brokers, 
have dissolved, and new partnerships have been formed—one 
under the name of Blake, Brothera, and Co. (by whom the 
liquidation of the old firm will be conducted), and the other under 
that of Pixley and Abell. 

The firm of Overbeck, Christensen, and Co. will in future be 
conducted as Charles Overbeck, and Co. Mr. George Martin 
retires from the firm of Martin, Turner, and Co., Glasgow.
